He general Acceptance which the Two firſt Parts of this Renowned 
Hiſtory have received, hath invited my Pen to the Proſecution there- 
of in a Third Part, which I have raked out of the muſty Records of 
old moth-eaten Authors, almoſt worn out by Length of Time; and 
indeed the two fir t Parts ſeem to be imperfett without a Third; for there he 
fpeaks of the Fairy Queen's Propheſie, how St. George's three Sons ſhould come 
to be Kings, but ſhews not by what Means they attained their Kingdoms; all 
which are fully ſet forth in this Third Part, What my Pains have been herein, 
thoſe who read with Judgment will eaſily diſcern, and to ſuch only I appeal, not 
caring for the barking Zoiliſts of our Times, who carp at what they cannot 
mend; and like the Dog in the Fable, lying upon Hay, will neither eat it them- 
ſelves, nor ſuffer the Hunger-ſtarved Ox to eat thereof ;, for theſe Men will 
write nothing themſelves, yet are always carping at the Endeavours of others. 
If I have ſoared above the Height of the Language in the two former Parts, 
nom that our Speech is refined ſince they were writ : Chaucer, whoſe Lines did 
excel for Eloquence in his Days, is now deſpiſed for plain and ruſtick, even by 
thoſe who ſcarcely know what Language is; yet have we endeavoured herein not

Me have alſo endeavoured herein to write nothing improbable, much leſs im- 
poſſible; ſuch as are inſerted in ſeveral Hiſtories, where they make nothing of 
entting aſunder two or three Giants at one Blow by the Middle, with many o- 
ther things void both of Senſe and Reaſon ;, but in our Vndertakings we have 
related nothing(but what to a judicious Reader may ſeem probable to be effected, 
fo that we doubt not, if our Hiſtory had been in the Library of Don Quixote 
that famous Knight- Errant, it would have been preſerved from the Fire by the 
Barber and Licentiate, And us we have been as careful to incert nothing incre- 
dulous, ſo likewiſe have we been as careful to write nothing that is obſcene for the 
corrupting of Youth, Books of that Nature (as Mr. Feltham ſaith in his Re- 
ſolves) being like that brutiſh Sin of Adultery, wherein two are equally culpa- 
ble, he that writes them, and he that reads them; but in our Hiſtory we have 
incerted nothing but what may be profitable as well as delightful, ſo that the 
chaſte t Lucrece may read herein without Blufhing ; yet have we er.deavourece 
to embelliſh it with ſuch Flowers of Rhctorick as we could pick out of Apollo”:

The Copy of this Letter being ſent into ſeveral Nations and King- 
doms, the Kings of thoſe Countries aſſembled together all the Forces 
they could make, and with the greateſt Expedition they could uſe, 
marched into the Plains of Babylon: The firſt that came thither was 
the King of Arabia, attended with an Army of twenty thouſand Men, 
whereof eight thouſand were mounted on Arabian Courſers, being 
armed with Spears and Targets, fo ſwift and dexterous in heir Un. 
dertakings, that they ſeldom miſs of atchieving any Buſineſs they went 
about. His Pavilion was of a Violet Colour, fringed with Yellow, to 
diſtinguiſh of what Country he was of BO WT 
The next was the Soldan of Perſia, himſelf, with an Army of ten 
thouſand Horſeman, and thirty thouſand Foot,of which nine thouſand

Next came the King of Morocco with two thouſand Horſemen, moun- 
ted all on Barbary Steeds, armed with the Skins of Stags, ſo thick and 
tough that no Sword could cut through them; he had alfo ten thou- 
ſand Footmen with Iron-maces, having round Balls at the end ofthem, 
of four or five Pound Weight, therewith to daſh out the Chriſtians 
Brains. His Pavilion and the Fringe thereof was all Black, to ſigniſie 
black and diſmal Days to enſue. He was placed next to the King of 
Alle next that arrived in the fruitful Fields of Babylon, was the King 
of Parthia, with an Army conſiſting of fifteen thouſand Men: He had 
alſo an hundred Elephants, carrying Towers on their Backs, in each 
of which ten Men might ſtand and fight. This King was in Stature four 
Foot higher 7 Men, having each Limbanſwerable thereto ; ſo 
that he wore a Sword of two Yards in Length, the Pummel whereof 
weighed twenty Pound. His Pavilion was Sky-colour, fringed with 
Sea-green, and was placed next to the King of Morocco. 5 
Next was the Emperor or Grand Signior of the Turks, accompani- 
ed with ten thouſand Janiſaries, armed with ſharp Scimiters, ſo keen 
that they would cut a Bolt of Iron aſunder. He was armed in a Coat 

of Mail, of burniſht Silver, having on his Head a white Turbant, and 
a pendant on it, wherein was depictured a half Moon, with this Motto, 

Still encrenſing- | His Pavilion was Green, with Silver and Gold Fringe, 
and was placed on the right Hand of the Soldan of Perſia. 

After him came the Prince of T7:poly, accompanied with four Giants, 

of a marvellous Size and Bigneſs, whoſe Names were Garian, Caras, 

Phidon and Rhapſarus; thoſe bore on their Necks great knotty Oaks, 

with which they could ſtrike two Yards deep into the Ground, and 
were moſt dreadful to behold. He had alſo with him a deformed Crea- 

ture called a Sagittary, beiag half a Man and half a Horſe, who could 
run as ſwift as a Ship can fail, having Wind and Weather: His offen- 

| ve Weapon was a Bow, with which he ſhot poiſoned Arrows, and 

was ſo expert therein, that he could ſhoot to a Hair's Breadth. This 

Prince of Tripoly was encamped next to the King of Parthia, and had 

a Pavilion of a Peaſe-bloſſom Colour, fringed with Murrey. 


After him came the Count Palatine of 7 rahizond, with fifteen hun- 
dred Croſs-bow- men, all armed in Steel Corſlets: He had alſo three 
thouſand Men that uſed Slings, with which they would exactly hit 
whatever they aimed at, and that at a great Diſt ance from them. On 
his Shield was painted a Griffin graſping of a Chriſtian, with this 
Motto, Siezed of his Prey. His Pavilion was of an Azure Colour, frin- 
sed with Red, and was placed next to the Emperour or Grand Signi- 
or of the Turks.

"The next that appeared on the Babilbni an Plains, for theDeſtruc;.

This Malmaluck's Pavilion was of 
Yellow intermixed with Black, and fringed with Red, being placed

Many other Kings, Princes and Emperors were engaged in this 
Enterprize, whote Names would be too tedions here to recite ; inſo- 
much that there was aſſembled ſuch an Army, as made the Earth to

bled together, the Soldan of Perſia, as one of the Chiefeſt of the Aſſo- 
ciation, gathered the greateſt Princes and Captains to his Pavilion, 
where he entertain d them with a coſtly Banquet, and then he made

not unknown. unto you, what Injuries and Miſchiefs we have received from the 
Chriſtiæn Armies, under the Conduct of thoſe Perſons whom they called, The 
ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom ; to enumerate them all iu particular, mond 
male my Oration too tedious. unto you z, I fliall thereforconiy give you ſome few 
Inſtances: What Injury did St. George, the Champion o, England, unto Pto-

Scotland to be depriv'd of his other ox Daughters ;, did not the Welch Cham 


pion ſlay the Count Palatine of Tartary in his Father's Court? Beſides infi- 
mire other Miſchiefs, Loſſes and Diſgraces we have received from them ; all 


which whilſt they lived we were not able to revenge; but now ſince Death hath 
been ſo kind to take them out of the World, let us pluck up our Conrages, and 


manfully figbt in Revenge of our Injuries „Let Pity be exiled from our 7 hought 5, 
neither ſparing old Age for their hoary Heads, nor the tender Infant for its 


pitiful Cry; let not the Tears of Matrons find Regard, nor the Mailings of 
Widows any Reſpect; but let all be deſtined by the Sword, that we may have a 
general Triumph in their utter Confuſion. 


This Oration was receiv'd with a general Applauſe, each one pro- 
teſting their utmoſt Endeavours for the Extirpation of Chriſtianity, 
and never to ſheath their Swords till they had laid the European Cities 


equal with the Duſt, andtheir ſtately Monuments in Ruine, like to the 
lofty Pyramids of Toy. And now conſidering, by Experience, the fatal 


Effects of their former Diſcord in eleQing a General, and how neceſ- 
ſary it was to have a Commander in Chief; to avoid all Controver- 


fe, it was decreed amongſt them, That fix of the chiefeſt ſhould be 
picked forth, and out of them one to be choſen by Lot to be their Ge- 
neral: Theſe ſix were the King of Arabia, the King of Perſia, the Sol- 


dan of Babilon, the King of Egypt, the Emperour of the Turks, and 
the King of Morocco: The Lots being caſt, it fell to the ſhare of the 
Soldan of Babilon to be their General, the Emperour of the Turks was 
appointed Lieutenant General, the King of Pera Major General, and 
the King of Arabia, by reuſon of the Swiftneſs of his Courſers, Scout- 
Maſter General. Other Kings and Princes had appointed unto them 
ſeveral other Offices, according to their Quality and Capacity they 
nad in the Feats of War: $9 that all things conſider'd, they ſeemed 
to bean Army invincible, being for Number like the Army of Xer-xes, 
which drank whole Rivers dry, and for Warlike Proviſions, fo much 
and plentiful, as far exceeded all Numbers of Arithmetick. Here 
will we leave this mighty Army in the Plains of Babilon, and come to 
tell you of the treat Preparations the Chriſtians made to reſiſt them; 
but firſt we Gall deſcribe the valiant Acts of St. George's three sons, 
and how they hearing of this great Army intended for the Ruine of 
Chriſtendom, returned home to fight in Defence of their Country.

Chap. II. How St. George's three Sons left England to ſeek Adventures in 
Foreign Countries; hom they arrived in Sicily, and killed a terrible Mon- 
ſter, named Pango : How Urania the King of Sicily*s Daughter fell in 
Love with Sir Guy; with other things which happened. 


Ou may remember in the Second Part of this famous Hiſtory, 
uwe left St. George's three Sons in the Engliſh Court, where they 
had not continued long after their Father's Death, but growing weary 
of Idleneſs, and being more deſirous to follow the Camp of Mars, than 
to dally with Ladies in the Court of Venus, they reſolved to betake 
themſelves to Travel, and to ſeek ont Adventures in Foreign Coun- 
tries; and having imparted their Mind to the King, they furniſhed 
themſelves with all tuings neceſſary for ſuch a Journey, and bidding 
the ftnitful Soil of En9/4:d adieu, they in a tew Weeks ſailing arrived 
on the Coaſts of S:cily ; where marching up higher into the Country, 
they ſaw many Houſes, but no Inhabitants, yea, whole Towns of 

empty Houſes, but neither Man, Woman nor Child within them; 
which made them miſtruſt ſome grievous Peſtilence had over-ſpread 
that Country, and made it deſolate of Inhabitants; wherefore to a- 
void any ufection which might happen unto them, they took up their 
Lodging in the open Fields, having only the ſtarry Firmament for their 
Canopy. Thus {weetly repoſing on their Mother Earth, they flept 
as ſoundly as if they had laid on Beds of Down, and been ſurrounded 
with Curtains of the pureſt Arabian Silk: Thus did they ſleep ſecurely 
until ſuch time as Aurora began to guild the Firmament with ker bright 
Rays, and to uſher in Phæbus's golden Light, when ſuddenly they were 
awaked with a moſt horrible Noiſe, which ſeem'd to he ſent from the 
deep Abyſs; and to be able to rend the Rocks aſunder ; whereupon 
they ſuddenly buckled on their Armour, and ſtood upon their Guard; 
and indeed it was but high time, for at that Inſtant they ſaw coming 
towards them a moſt deformed Monſter, of an exceſſive Bigneſs, and 
terrible Shape, having Eyes like burning Sawcers, and Claws ſharper 
than an Eagle's Tallons: He ſeemed to move like a high Tower or 
Pyramid, and with his Weight to make the Earth to tremble, the 
fight of this ugly Monſter ſo ſtartled their Horſes, that they would 
hardly endure the Bit, but ſnorting, and ſtamping the Earth with their 
Feet, ſhowed the Dread they had of ſuch a Sight; but theſe three va- 
liant Knights, in whom was ſown the Seeds of true Magnanimity, 
ſtocd fearleſs to abide what Danger ſoever might happen. The firit 
wi.om this fierce Monſter made unto, was the valiant Knight Sir 7 
no 
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who nothing daunted at his hideous Shape, having put his Spear in his 
Reſt, ran furioufly againſt him; but the Monſter being arm'd with 
Scales far harder than Braſs, his Spear ſhiver'd in a thouſand Pieces; 
then drawing out his truſty Faucheon, he aſſailea the Monſter with 
manly Stroaks, who on his part not backward in Defence, but bolting - 
upright with his Tail, ſtretched forth one of his Paws, and with the 
fame graſped fo hard on the Arm of Sir G, that he had well near 
ſiezed on him, had not St. David at that Inſtant come in, and with © 
bis Sword cut the Monſter's Paw quite off, leaving the Claws'fo firmly... 

fixt on Sir Gay's Arm, that notwithſtanding the Goodneſs of his Ar- 


|  mour, it was very hard to be gotten off: In the meantime the'vali- 


ant and renowned Knight Sir Alexander, with great Force ſet upon the 
Monſter, giving him ſuch a Blow upon the Head as made him to reel, 
who with his Tail ſtriking at Sir Alexander, ſo wrapped the ſame about 
| his Horſe's Legs, that not able to ſtand he came over and over with 
the Knight: The Monſter ſeeing him on the Ground, was making to- 
 wardshim, whom Sir David met with ſach a luſty Thruſt on his Breaſt, 
that though it pierced not the ſame, it laid the Monſter flat on his 
Back; which was no ſooner done, but Sir Gay nimbly leaping from off 
his Horſe, thruſt his Sword down the Monſter's Throat, who lay 
gaſping for Breath, whereby he rived his Heart in ſunder; yet not- 
withſtanding the ſame, the Monſter's Teeth were ſo keen, that he 
bit the Knight's Sword in two, leaving the one half in his Throat, 
and witkal ſent forth ſuch a hideous Yell, as ſurpaſſed the Roaring of 
the Cataracts of Nilus, or the greateſt Crack of the loudeſt Thunder; 
but having received his Death's Wound, with ſome little ſtrugling 
he yielded his Life up to the Victors; who ſurveying his Body, found 
it to be from the Head to the End of the Tail, full ten Yards in length, 
his Bulk at leaſt a Tun Weight, having Paws and Claws anſwerable 
unto jt, and each Part ſo armed with Scales, as ſcarcely penetrable 
with any Sword. | | 
The Knights having obtained this Victory, returned Thanks to the 
Immortal Powers, and leaving the Carcaſe of the hideous Monſter, 
travell'd up higher into the Country, hoping to meet with ſome of the 
Inhabitants thereof, whom now they ſaw had left their Houſes for. 
Dread of this Monſter. Having travell'd ſome few Miles, and deſi- 
rous of Refreſhment after this Encounter, they ſaw ſome Smoak aſ- 
cending ont of the Tunnel of a little Cell near unto them, whither- 
bending their Courſe, they ſaw ſtanding at the Door an aged Hermit, 
in a Gown of Freeze, reaching to the Ground, his Hair as white as

tue, durſt the Inhabitants manure the ſame: But now our Plenty is 
turned into Miſery, our Mirth into _ Mourning, our Streets which 
were wont to be repleniſhed with Throngs of People, now deſtitute 


and empty of Inhabitants, and all by reaſon of a moſt gaſbly dreadful 


Monſter, ſent, I think, from the infernal Regions for the Puniſhment 
of Mankind, whom the Country People term by the Name of Porgo : 
This direful Monſter, or rather Devil incarnate, begotten as tis 


thought, between a Land-Tyger and a Sea-Shark, ſo that it partici- 
pates of both Elements, ſwimming in the Sea near our Sicilian Coſts, 


eſpied ſome Herdſmen near on the Shore, who with great Wonder 
beheld this Monſter as he deſported himſelf on the Waves of the 
Sea ; but when they ſaw he made towards them, and beheld the Mon- 
ſtrouſneſs of his Proportion, Fear ſtanding at the Gates of their Eyes, 
put back all further Perſwaſions of beholding him, and adding Wings 


to their Fear, they flew away in the greateſt Haſte they poſſibly could 


make, but in vain was all their Speed, for he ſoon recoyering the 
Shore, ſiezed upon ſome of the hindmoſt of them, whom he made a 
Prey to his devouring Paunch; and having taſted the Sweeneſs of Hu- 
mane Blood, he ever ſince hath haunted our Coaſts, ranging up high- 
er into the Country, devouring all whereſoever he came; and herein 
is his Cruelty moſt exemplary, that he delights more in the Slaugh- 
ter of Men than of Beaſts ; ſo that it is judged he hath — ny 
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ry Cell affords ;, and thereupon brought them forth ſuch 
Country Viands as that Place afforded, which they courteouſly accept- 
ing, and having ſatisfied their Hunger, the Hermit began to ſpeak to 


honourable Atchievements; beſides the great Good (a Reward in it 
ſelf) which it will do to Mankind, in freeing us from ſo terrible an 
The Hermit concluding his Speech with a deep Sigh for a Period, - 
the valiant Knight Sir Gzy, with a ſmiling Countenance, thus anſwe- 
red him: Now then (ſaid he) are the Stars ſo benigne unto Sly, 
that your Country is freed from this direful Miſery, for the Cauſe 
being taken away, t he Effects muſt needs ceaſe; Know then, that by 
the victorious Arms of me, and my two Brothers, the Monſter is 
dead; and no more Dread of your affrighting dead Pongo, than is to 
be feared from a living Graſhopper or Butterfly.

being two Plauches Argent, charged with as many Eagles Sable: 
Then ſollow'd a Band of Penſioners with golden Streamers, which they

After them the King himſelf in a coſtly Chari- 
ot ſtudded with Pillars of Silver, and lined with Carnation Velvet, 
being follow'd with an innumerable Train of Lords and Gentlemen, 
and their Attendants.

Doors, and that Hiperion with his ruddy Rays began to guild the Hori - 
on with his radicus Beams, when the ſhrill Noiſe of a Silxer Trumpet 
ſounding at the Court-gates, raiſed them frup: hel Beds to know 


what was the meaning of it; when they were quickly in formed, that 


it was a Knight of Ty; attended on by a Squire and a Trumpe- 
ter, who deſired to ſpeak with the King of Sicily; who being admit- 


ted into the Preſence, delivered himfelf in theſe Words:

deſolated by the Encroachments and Tyranny of the King of 
Thrace : The Cauſe of which Quarrel he pretends to be, for that 
our King having but one Daughter named Mariana, the Heirels to 
his Crowns and Dominions ; being a Lady not only endued with Ex- 


cellency of Nature's Gifts; but withal io vertuous, affable, and every 


way compleat in Knowledge, that ſhe may well be ſaid to be the Dar- 
ling of her Sex, and Admiration of all that know her. This Peerleſs 
Princeſs, the King of Thrace, who is famed a Man given over to all 

Licentiouſneſs, and fo far degencrate from Royalty, that he commits 


Actions unbeſeeming a Peaſant, deſired of her Father to have in Mar- 


riage; but ſhe lo thing to link herſelf in ſuch Marriage-bands, where 
\ ove and true Honour did not mutually embrace each other, refuſed 
ſo loathſome a Proffer, and that with ſuch Indignation, that upon his 
Embe ſlador's Return, and acquainted with his Slighting, he reſolved 


to do that by Force which he could not obtain by Favour; and to that 


end muſter'd up a moſt p+iſſant Army, which was done in ſuch an In- 
ant, that he was marched into the midſt of our Land before we were 
provided to meet him on our Borders: Nay, his Horſe conſiſting of

reaſon there was a mutual League of Peace betwixt them, which at 
that time was not half expired, that he was altogether unprovided for 
the preſent ; (a great Fault in Princes, as to think any Eſtate ſo per- 
manent, which may not be ſoon over-turn'd ; ) But upon the News 
hereof, he beſtirs himſelf, fortiſies his chief City Lariſſa, where he 
kept his Court, and raiſes as puiſſant an Army, as cou'd, in ſo ſhorz 
a Time, be provided, with which he marches againſt his Enemies. The 
King of Thrace had with him a mighty Giant named Predo, in whom 
he put great Confidence: This Giant had the Strength often ordina- 
ry Men, and was for Stature and Shape very terrible to behold. In 
the Valley of Tempe they joyned Battle, where notwithſtanding our 
Men did what in them lay, as fighting for the Liberty of their Coun- 
try, yet being over-power' d, and bore down by the Strength and Va- 
lour of the Giant Predo, they received a diſmal Overthrow, the great- 
eſt Part of the Army ſlain, and moſt of the reſt taken Priſoners ;

But the Giant valued 
his Blows ſo little, findinghim to be theTheſſalian King and now almoſt 
ſpent with long fighting, that he made no more ado, but claſping his 
Arms about him, be carried both Horſe and Man together into his 
Tent, which our Men ſeeing, fled, and diſperſed themſelves as well 
as they could for their own Safety. And now the Thracians being 
abſolute Victors, it was agreed amongſt them, that the Giant Predo 

ſhould carry our King Priſoner with him into his Caſtle, where he lives, 
being a Place ſtrongly ſcituated in an Ifland, having one aſſociated 
with him, famous for his Skill in the Black Art, fo that what by the 
Strength of the one, and deviliſh Cunning of the other, we deſpair of 
ever having our King again.

Mariana, and her captivated Father: The Theſſalian King promiſing 
his beſt Afiſtance to joyn with them; they with all ſpeed made what

ing the great Strength and Terribleneſs of the Giant Predo, did ſtrike 


ſome Dread and Terrour into the Hearts of many, yet being accom. 
panied with ſuch invincible Knights as were theſe three Brothers, they 


dreaded no Danger, but with a valiant Courage reſolved to venture

ue Captains and other Officers made ſuch Expedition in Muſter- 


ing up an Army, that in a Fornight's time they had gotten to- 
gether twenty thouſand Men, all which the King compleatly armed 
out of his Royal Armory, being a Magazine ſufficiently ſtored witn 
all neceſſary Habiliments of War. To the three Brothers he gave 
each of them a Silver Helmet ſtudded with Gold, and inlaid with 
precious Stones, as a Reward of their, victorious conquering the Mon- 
er Pongo, appointing to their valiant Conduct the Management of the 
whole Army. Whilſt thus this Preparation was in hand, the coura- 


vious Knight Sir Gay, altho' his Heart was full fraught with Valour, 


and bent to the Performance of noble Atchievements, yet had Love 
taken ſuch deep Impreſſion ia his Thoughts, that it was Death unto

This Letter was very welcome to the Princeſs Vrania, who now be- 
gan to ſet ſucha high Eſteem of Sir Gay, as ſhe judged him worthy of 
the Empire of the World : And now he being the ſole Monarch of her- 

Heart, ſhe could not but breathe forth ſome Sighs to think upon his 

Abſence ; but then conſidering upon what an honourable Account he 

was ingaged, ſhe could not but applaud his Undertaking ; yet to give 
him ſome more clear Demonſtration of her Affection to him, upon his 
marching away, ſhe went in her Chariot to ſpeak to him, whom ſhe 
found in the Head of his Troops, and kindly bid him Farewel in theſe 
Words: 5 „FFF 
Mot Courteous Knight, May the Heavens proſper your Undertakings accord- 
ing to the. Fuſtnefs of your Cauſe, and that your Return may be both ſpeedy and 
honourable ; and for your more proſperous proceeding, aſſure your ſelf you ſhali 
have a Virgin's Prayers Day and Night. In the mean time, let me reque#t 
you to wear this Scarf for my ſake, that by looking on the ſame, I may not be 
altogether out of your Remembrance. In delivering of which the Tears be- 
gan to flow into her Eyes for Grief of his Departure, which that they 

might not be eſpyed by Sir Gay, ſhe made the more haſte back to her 
Palace, where from one of the higheſt Turrets, ſhe might behold in 
what goodly Aray. the Army paſſed along; the valiant Cay like a 
ſecond Hector, Prince of Troy, conducting them in as much State as 
the Macedonian. Monarch when he returned from the Conqueſt of the 
Indian Empire. 3 
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1 he diſt reſſed Eſtate of the Theſſalians was ſuch, as called aloud for 
Belp and Succour, which made the Sicilians to make ſuch haſte, that 
in four Days time they were gotten into the Bounds of pleaſant Theſſa- 
ly, a Country formerly enriched math all the Delights that Art and 
Nature could afford; but now by the Miſeries of War ſo ruinated and 
devaſted, that it looked like to a barren Wilderneſs. The firſt place 
they made to was the City of Lariſſa, wherein the Princeſs Urania was 
beſieged ; for the Relief of which Sir Alexander was ſent before with a 
choice part of the Army to give them a Camiſado in the Night- ſeaſon. 
the reſt of the Army marching at more leiſure to ſecond them, if they 
ſhould be over-power'd : And one of the Theſſalians who was well ac- 
quainted with the Country, was ſent into the City to give them no- 
tice of their coming, and that at ſuch a time they ſhould make what 
Strength they could, and give a Salley out upon the Thracians. This 
Theſſalian who was thus ſent in brought great Comfort unto theBeſieg- 
ed, who accordingly prepared againſt the time, and ſo about Mid- 
night, when Sir Alexander with his Army was come within fight of 
the City, and holding upa blazing Torch to give them-notice of their 
Approach, they iſſued out of their Gates, and manfully ſet upoa the 
Tbracians: Sir Alx ander on the other ſide coming upon their Backs, 
fell on them with ſuch Fury, as ſent ſuch Numbers of the Thracians 
Souls to the lower Regions, that Charon's Boat as oyer-burtken'd 
with their Numbers. Sir Alexander laid about him with ſuch incredi- 
ble Valour, that he made a Lane of flaughtered Carcaſſes, till he came 
to the Thracian King's Pavilion, who not dreaming of any Enemies ap- 
proach, was at that time ia his Bed; but being alarum'd by the dread- 
ful Cry of his Soldiers, he ſuddenly ſtarted up, but before he could put 
on his Cloaths, Sir Alexander was entered his Pavilion, and took him 
Priſoner. Then fell the Hearts of the Thracians, nothing being heard 
but Cries and Lamentations of wounded Men: Here was one who 
would have run away, but had one Leg cut off, and the other deeply 
wounded ; here another entangled in his Fellow's Guts, which he 
couid not diſentangle, having both his Arms cut off, Here lay the 
Trunk of a Body without a Head, and there a Head gaſping, as if it 
would ſpead to what Body it belonged : In ſome Death appeared in 
ſo many Shapes, and all of them ſo horrid, that to any but a very un- 
relenting Heart indeed, the Sight would appear very pitiful,  _ 
By this time was Sir G come up with the reſt of the Forces, where 
he found an abſolute Victory obtained to his hand, fo that all which 
they had to do, was only to take Priſoners, and divide the Spoil a- 
mongſt the Soldiers. By this time Hiperion with his Golden — 
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had enlightened our lower Hemiſphear. Wherefore the Army march- 
ed into the City to refreſh themſelves ; Sir Alexander as he worthily 
deſerved the Honour of the Victory, leading his Royal Priſoner, to pre- 


ſent him to the Princefs Mariana, who was ready to receive him, with 


all due Acknowledgments to the three Brothers, but in an eſpecial 
manner to Sir Alexander, for his Magnanimity, and Martial Conduct, 


in the reſcuing of her and the Kingdom, from ſo implacable an Ene- 


my: oF Heroick Knight, (ſaid the lovely Princeſs) altbongh my 
Tongue is not able to expreſs how much I am indebted to your Viftorions Arm, 
nor ſet forth your due deſerved Merits, whnſe Worth tranſcends all the Enco- 
mium of Praiſe :, yet ſhall the Remembrance of theſe ſo great Kindaeſes never 
be out of my Heart, nor the Thoughts of them out of my Mind, with zur a grate- 
ful Acknowledgment. , Then turning to the Thracian King, with as much 
a wrathful Countenance, as ſo lovely Beauty would admit, ſhe thus 
ſpake : And as for you, Sir, the Cauſer of all this Miſchief, hom ju Reaſon 
of Hatred I may have unto yon, you cannot ſurely but imagine; for could you 
think this the way to come a Woing 5 I am ſure if you did, you might well 
think it was not the way to come a Speeding : And now, Sir, ſince we have 
you, (and I mud 0 5 


5, rather as an Enemy then a Lover) you muft not be 
angry if we ſafely ſecure you, until we hear how Our Royal Father is uſed by 
thoſe that belong unto you. And ſo committed him to the Cuſtody of the 
Marſnal of her Houſnold, to be kept Priſoner in a ſtrong Tower, 
near adjoy ning to her Palace, but with charge that he ſhould be ac- 
commodated as a King, This being done, ſhe invited the three Bro- 
thers, with many of the other Chief Commanders into her Palace, 


where having diſarmed themſelves, and refreſhed with ſome Bowls of 


Greekiſh Wine, there was provided for thema Banquet of the choiceſt 
Fare which they had about them at that time, the long and ſtrait 
Siege which they had endured, hapingeaten up the moſt part of their 
Provſion : The Banquet being ended, they were entertained vvith 
moſt excellent Muſick, intermix'd with Songs in Praiſe of the Sicilians. 


Valour, for in the. Art of Poetry the Theſſalians are very expert. The 


common Soldiers were highly feaſted by the Citizens; and in fine, 
ſuch a univerſal Joy did ſo poſſeſs the Hearts of the People, that had 
the Skill of Homer the Grecian Poet, and as many Hands to expreſs 
that Skill as Argus had Eyes, and as many Pens to write withal as. 
Eriarexs had Hands, yet vvere all in ſufficient to expreſs the ſame. 


Amidſt this Joy, the Princeſs Mariana was not forgetful of her Fa- 


ther's ſafety, and therefore ſhe preſently diſpatched, a Meſſenger to the 
. Gyant Predo at his Caſtle in the Inchanted Ifland, offering the Thracian 
King to be exchang'd for him; which if it ſhould be denyed, he was

Whilſt the Meſſenger was gone on this Meſſage, the Soldiers took 
their Repoſe in Safety, only each of the Days they were exerciſed, 
that if the Giant Fredo ſhould be averſe to any good Concluſion, they 
might be the more expert at their Arms; and indeed it was 00d Po- 
licy fo to do, for the Meſſenger arriving at the Inchanred Iſland, could

The Meſſenger, notwithſtanding he had read the Writing on the 
Brazen Pillar, yet adventured for. to go forwards, but coming into 
the Inchanted Ground, before he could come at the Caſtle- gate, he 
fell into ſuch a ſound Sleep, that had twenty Pieces of Ordnance 
been ſhot off at his Ears, they would.not have awaked him : The Ne- 
gromancer, who by his Skill in the Black Art, knew what had hap- 
pened, fetched his Body into the Caſtle, laying it by the Theſſalian 


King, who alſo as ſoon as he came into the Inchanted Ground, had 


fallen into a deep Sleep. And now being there laid together, we win

Good, than to hehold the ſurpaſſing Work of Nature in you: Your Excellencies 
having ſo captivated my Heart, that to live without your Good-liking, will be 
but 4 lingring Death unto me : 1 muſt confeſs my Preſumption great, in aim- 


ing too high; But who can look on ſuch Perſections without liking, and who 


can like without loving? And though the ſmall Tryal you have of the real Af 
feftion wherewith I honour your Vertues, may diſcourage you to credit my 


Words, yet hope in the trying of me how willing I ſhall be to merit your Fa- 
vour,, you will find my Deſerts not altogether unworthy of your Regard, ſince | 


the utmoſi of my Abilities is, and ſhall be devoted to your Service.

2 Soto, who lived with the Giant Predo, in the 
A lnchanted Caſtle, knowing by his Magick Spells that the Sici- 
lian Army had given their King a total Oterthrow, and taken him 
Priſoner; as alſo how they were marching towards the Country of 
Trace; he acquainted the Giant with his Knowledge, who thereupe-: 
beſtirr'd himſelf in all haſte to their Reſiſtance, ſending for his two Bro- 
thers, Brandamore the Stout, and Pandaphilo the Cruel, to come with all 
ſpeed unto his Afſiſtance; who no ſooner had Notice thereof, but with 
their Forces belonging unto them they haſtened away. In like man- 
| _ | ner 
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ner he ſent unto Count Brandamil, whom the King of Thrace had left his 
Deputy, at ſuch time as he made his Expedition into Theſſaly, to raiſe 
what Power he could againſt the Sicilians; and now nothing was heard 
but the loud Sound of the thundering Drum, and the ſhrill Noiſe of 
the ſounding Trumpet, Horrour, and Amazement ſiez d on the ſtout - 
eſt Hearts, and the fore-boding Ravens foretold the Fall of flaughj- 
ter'd Carcaſſes : Whilſt theſe things were acting in Thrace, the Sici- 
lian Army being joyned with the Theſſatians, and making in all to the 
Number of forty thouſand Men, armed with a juſt Cauſe, marched in 

great Confidence of an aſſured Victory. And now being entered in- 

to the Territories of Thrace, the firſt that marched againſt them was 
Count Brandamil, with an Army of fifty thouſand Thracians ; where 
joyaing Battle together, it was fought with much eager Courage on 
both ſides, each of them ſtriving to outvie the other in Valour, the 
one fide Mo defend their Native Country, the other to revenge the 
Loſſes ſuſtain'd by the Enemy: Victory thus for a long while ſtood. 
Loveringoter the Heads of both Armies, till in the end, the valiant 
_ Emight Sir David, who had the Honour that Day to lead the Vaunt- 


guard, encountering with Count Brandamil, by main Strength over- 
threw him, bearing him. with his Lance quite over the Crupper of 


his Eorſe, whereby his Fall was ſo great, that the Blood guſhed forth 
of his Mouth; whereupon the Sicilians gave ſuch a Shout, that the 
Earth rang with the Sound thereof, and the Thracians Courage was 
quite caſt down; for the Loſs of a General is a general Loſs : And 
now the Thracians began to turn their Backs and flee, when in the 
Inſtant came to their Reſcue the two Giants, Brandamore and Panda- 
philo, with the Forces they had, which though but few, yet gave ſuch 
Proof of their Valour, that the almoſt-routed Thracians rallying a- 
ain, ſet ſo fiercely upon the Sicilians, that in great Diſorder they 

egan to give back. And now did Sir Guy beſtir himſelf, encoura- 
ging thoſe who were about to flee, to ſtand to it manfully, himſelf 
doing ſuch Execution upon his Enemies, that they flew from befSre his 
conquering Sword, as a Flock of Sheep from the devouring Wolf. 
Whilſt thus he droye the Thracians before him, he at laſt met with 
the Giant By andamore, to whom hectyed, Defend thy ſelf, thou miſhapen 
Fiend, whoſe Bulk is a Weight too heavy for the Earth to bear; and therefore 
' repare thy felf, for 1 intend thos ſhalt this Night ſup with thy Maſter, grim 


Pluto. TheGiant making little account of his Perſon and leſs of his 


Words, thought to ſnap him at one Morſel, and coming up to Sir 
Guy, intended to take him up Horſe and Man under his Arm, and car- 
ry him away; but e're he could lay hold of him, Sir G:y lent him ſuch 
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Length, and withal ſo weighty, that. Ir C 
would at one Blow have cruſhed him to Pieces. After.long fighting, 
the Giant being angry to be thus repulſed, which never before io his 
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a Blow on his Head, that had not his Helmet been of approved Met- 


tal, he had cleft him down unto the Middle; however it made him to 
ſtagger, and recoil two or three Steps backwards. And finding by 
this he had a ſtronger Foe to encounter withal than he thought for, 
he waxed more wary, not only to aſſail but defend himſelf. And 
now the Giant began to uſe his Club, which was of a wondrous

Life he had been, he ſtruck at Sir Gxy with all his Strength he had, 
but miſſing his Blow, he ſtruck his Club ſo deep into the Earth, that 
he could not readily draw it out again; which Advantage Sir Guy 
eſpy ing, ſpurred up his Horſe, and with his Lance gave ſuch a vio- 
lent Punch upon the Giant's Breaſt, that he tumbled-bagkwar 
the dead Carcaſſes of two or three ſluaghter'd Soldiers: Then Sir Guy, 


nimbly alighting from his Horſe, intended with his Sword to have 


ſmitten off his Head; but at that Inſtant Pandaphilo the other Giant 
came running -in to his Brother's Reſcue, and undouhtedly had done 


sir Guy much Prejudice, being then almoſt ſpent with fighting, had 


not Sir David timely ſuccour'd him, who ſearching out for Pandaphilo, 
finding his Brother ſo' hard beſtead, he coupl'd with him in Fight, 


which was performed with ſuch Manhood on both ſides, that I want 


Art to deſcribe the ſame. Pandaphilo troſting to his Strength, laid 
on load with great Fury, which Blows Sir David nimbly avoided, and 
vvithal gave his Adverſary ever and anon ſuch luſty Knocks, that he 


vyell perceived he had a valtant Foe to encounter vvithal. In the 


mean time the Giant Brandamore vvas ſerambled up, and began a freſh 


Encounter vvith Sir Gy. Whilſt theſe four were thus buſied in fight» 


ing, the'valiant Knight Sir Mexander had made ſuch Hayock amongſt 


the Thracians, that they began to turn their Backs and flee: The-two 
_ Giants ſeeing their Army in this running Poſture, ran alſo to bare 


them Company, whom the Brothers hotly purſued, dealing ſuch 
Blows with their truſty Faucheons, that they made Arms and Legs 
complain to the Earth how ill their Maſters had kept them. The 
Giant Predo who was at the time of the Battle in the Inchanted Caſtle, 
hearing how hardly his Brothers fared, haſted with all the ſpeed 
he could to their Relief, whoſe coming put a ſtop to the Sicilians,

The Army having refreſhed themſelves for the ſpace of two, Days, 
they then marched againſt the Inchanted Caſtle; but before they were 
come within a quarter of a mile of -it, they were encountred by the 
Gyant Predo, and his two Brothers, with what Forces had eſcaped 
from the Battle, and now began a moſt terrible Sight, inſomuch that 
the Earth was changed from a verdant Green to a crimſon Dye, and 
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_ the heaps of ſlaughtered Carcaſes over-ſpread the Fields. In the heat 
of this Fight it was Sir Alexander's Fortune to meet with the Gyant 
Br andamore,. betwixt whom began a moſt firce Combat, in which Art 
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and Valour ſtriy'd who ſhould have the Maſtery; for the Gyant being

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fetcht him down headlong, who in his Fall gave ſuch hed ious Yell, as 

made a: Noiſe like to the Cataracts of Nile. This Overthrow of the 
Gyant in whom they put ſo much Confidence, ſo diſcouraged the 
Soldiers, that notwithſtanding Predo and Paxdaphilodid what they could 

do perſwade them, they would no longer abide by it; ſo that they, were 

| fore d to retreat unto their Caſtle for ſhelter, whom the Sicilians 
deing over-wearied. with fighting did not inſtantly purſue , but

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contented ' themſelves at preſent with what they had then gotten. 

Sir Alexunder after the fight of the Thracians, cut off the Gyan! 
Byandamore's Head, and diſpoyling him of his Armour, ſent it as: 
Trophy to the City of Lariſſa, to be preſented to his Lady the Princeſs 
Mariana, who received the ſame very joyfully, wondring at the large 
Proportion thereof, and cauſing it to be hang'd up in one of the 
Principal Temples of their City, as a Monument to Poſterity; and 
having richly rewarded the Meſſenger, ſhe return'd Sir Alexand:;

Admiration, as by the ſame having a Proſpect of the vaſt Bulk of that umveild- 
y Monſter, and therein your invincible Courage to encounter with him, and 
 bappy Sueceſs in hu Overthrow. May the Heavens proſper your fature En- 
deadours with good Succeſs, and that your Actions may be crowned with Victory, 
which to effect ſhall be the hearty Prayers ß 
1 Your deareſt Lady and Miſtreſs, Mariana, 


But to return again to ſpeak of the Army: After they had ſuffci- 
ently refreſhed themſelves, and taken care of the wounded Soldiers, 


they marched up to the Inchanted Caſtle, wherein now the Defendants 


had ſtrongly encloſed themſelves, truſting more to the Strength of

was both in Wealth. and Vertue, which two, though they ſeldom go together, yet 
in him had they their Reſidence. - At the Age of ſixteen Tears I mas married 
unto him; now whether Liteneß be the Cauſe of Love, or Love the Cauſe 
of Liking, 1 know not; but ſo it was, that reciprocal Love paß d betwixt w, 
1 loving him becauſe he was kind unto me, and he being kind to me, becauſe] 
lowd him; long time thus lovingly lived we together, until A tropos cutting 
. off the Thread of his Life, gaut an Utimum Vale ro my good Fortune; for 
my Huband leaving me very rich, and I being withal young and beautiful, l 
may be ſure ſuch a Widow would not he long without Suiters : And indeed it 
was not long before I had Plenty of them; ſo that the fam aus Ulyſſes's Houſe 
during his ten Years Abſence at the Siege of Troy, was not more throng d with 
them to court the chaſte, Penelope, then was my Houſe to gain my Favour. - 
es mong 
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mongFt others of this gallant Crew, was one Sir Vylon, a Man, whohad he 
been endued with internal Vertues, as he was adorn'd with a comely Out- ſide, 
he might have been a Match fit for a Prince: The Multiplicity of his Vows, 
the Proteſtations of his Love, his Gifts upon Gifts, were as ſo many Snares to 
entrap me.

into their own Countries; and having ſettled their Affairs in Thrace,

Scarcely had ſhe ended her Song, when Sir Gay came to take his

an Journey, we ſhonld not then enjoy the Fruition of our Loves, but that you

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will anventure again on new Engagements, preferring your Honour, and De- 
fire of Fame, before my unſtain'd Love, which bath been as true and conſt cy; 
fs jon, as ever was that of the chaFF Penelope to her wandering Ulyſſes. 

Sir Gy after many Proteſtations of his conſtant Affection, and how 
nearly this imminent Danger, wherein all Chriſtendom was involved 
concerned his Honour, which would be for ever ſtain'd, ſhould he de. 
cline ſuch an honourable Action, at laſt drew her Conſent, although 
with much Reluctancy: So giving her a ſweet Kiſs for a Farewel,

Guy unto the Soldiers: and how they march'd again the Pagan Army. 


[7 On heard in the laſt Chapter how Meſſengers were ſent into all 


Countries of Chriſtendom, for the raſing of Forces againſt the In- 
fidels ; which ſeverally arriv'd at the place of Randezyous in the fruit- 
ful Country of Naples; and firſt (as being neareſt) was an Army of 
thirty thouſand Italians, conducted by the valiant Knight Sir Orlando, 
whom the Renowned Champion St. Anthony had begotten on the 
Princeſs Rofſalindo, Daughter to the King of Thrace : This Martial

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| Knight marching before his Companies in as much State as Hector 
when he traced the Fields of Ilium, pitch'd up his Tent in a large Plain 
near unto the City of Nicoſia. His Pavilion was of a filver Colour, 
adorned with a ſilken Streamer, waving in the Air, wherin was pour- 
trayed a Lyon rampant, beating his Back with his tall, and from his 
Mouth proceeded theſe Verſes, 9 

I, tcenſed with an Anger juſt, 
For Victory we hope and truſt. 


The very next Day after theſe Italians had thus encamp'd themſelves, 
came marching into the Field twenty five thouſand Spaniards, conducted 
by a valiant Knight named Sir Pedro, Son unto St. Fames the Cham- 
pion of Spain, whom he begat on the Princeſs Celeſtine, the beautiful 
Daughter of the King of Feruſalem : After courteous Embracements 
betwixt him and Sir Orlando, he pitched his Camp on the Weſt ſide of 
the Italians. His Pavilion was Blew ; and for his Device he had a Grif- 

fen, ſeizing on his Prey, with this Motto, os 
Thus Griffen-like 1 do oppoſe, 
Defend my ſelf, offend my Foes. 


The third Nation that appeared in theſe Warlike Preparation was 

twenty thouſand gallant French Men, mounted on warlike Horſes, 
and moſt bravely accouter'd with offenfive and defenſive Weapons. 
They had for their Commander a moſt Heroick Knight, named Sir 
Turpin, begotten by St. Denis the Renowned Champion of France, on 
Eglantine the King's Daughter of Theſſah, and who for her Pride was 
transform'd into a Mulberry-tree. He was with more then ordinary 
Complements entertained by Sir Orlando, and Sir Pedro, and pitched 
his Camp on the Eaſt-fide of Sir Orlando. His Pavilion was Orange- 
tawny, embroider'd with a Purple, and for his Device, he had the 
Lilies, the Arms of France, with this Motto, | 

The Lilly Glory of the Field; 

Unto the Lilly all mut yield. 


The fourth Nation that engaged in this Quarrel for the Honour of 
Chriſtendom, was the hardy Scotch Men, who to the Number of fifteen 
thouſand arrived on the fruitful Banks of Naples, conducted by that 
Yaliant and renowned Knight Sir Ewiz, Son to St. Aud rem the famous 
Campaion of Scotland, and by him begotten on Arteſia, one of the fix 
Daughters of the King of Thrace, who were transform'd into the Like- 


dels of Swags, as you may read in the Firſt Part of this Nee 
415 
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Hiſtory, At his firſt Arrival he was highly entertained, and feaſte) 
by the other Captains, and pitch'd his Camp next to the Spaniards, 


His Pavilion was ofa rcd Colour, fring'd with Blew, whereout hung 


a golden Streamer, in which was pourtray'd the Effigies of Mars, look. 
ing with a ſtern Countenance, and breathi ng forth theſe Words, 


Armed for Victory. x 


The next that arrived on the fruitful Banks of Naples, were a Bard 


of valiant Iriſh Men, to the number of ten thouſand, attired in quilic! 
Jackets, and Slops of Blew Cotten, being ſo ſwift of Foot that fey 


Horſes could out- run them. Theſe were conducted by a valiant Knight 


named Sir Phelim, whom the Iriſh Champion St. Pat begat on an- 
other of the fix Thracian Ladies, whom he had rede n'd ont of the 
Hands of thirty bloody Satyrs, as is declar'd in the F t part. This: 
couragious Knight was of Stature ſomewhat more th ordinary, and 


withal of ſuch Strength that he would ſieze on a wile all, or any o- 


ther Beaſt, though never fo fierce and ſtrong. At hi. irſt approach 
unto the Camp, he was welcomed with a great Shout oi the Soldiers, 
being a goodly Perion, aud havi n his Head adorn'd with a Plume of 
Oſtrich Feathers. He pitche:: us Camp next to the Scottiſh Army, 
having a Tent of Green, intc: wix'd with Scarlet, and richly adorned 


with Gold Fringe. In his Streamer was pourtray'd a Kite, hovering 


with a Chicken in her Claws, with theſe Words, 
Tis common ſeen, the WeakeFt they, 
Unto the Strong become a Prey, 


Scarcely were the Iriſh well ſettled in their Tents, when there ar- 
rived the like number of Welſh Men, conducted by a valiant Knight 
named Sir Owen of the Mountains, the Son of the Renowned Champion 
St. David of Wales, begotten on the beautiful Eſtrila, Daughter of the 
King of Powis Land, who had been bred up in all Warlike Affairs by 


the Appointment of his Grand-father fo that for Martial Proweſs he 


was accounted as valiant a Knight as moſt in Chriſtendom. He was 
likewiſe receiv'd with the uſual Ceremonies by the other Captains, and 
pitched his Tent next to the Iriſh. His Pavilion was of a blood red 


Colour, fringed with White, ſignifying Peace to the Yielding, and 


Blood and Deſtruction to the Obſtinate ; the Words were theſe, 
The Doom of ether Life or Death, 
Conſiſteth in the Conquerour's Breath, 


Next 
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' Next came the Englih Ariny, cooſifing of fourſcore monte 


perienc'd Soldiers; They were divided into three Battalions, where- 
of Sir Alexander led the Vanguard, Sir Gay the main Battle, and Sir 
David brought up the Rear. Of theſe were twenty thouſand Horſe- 
men, arm'd in rich Corſlets of Steel, to defend themſelves, and Lances 
and Darts to offend their Enemies: There was of the Foot thirty thou- 
ſand ſtout Archers, having Bows of the ſtrongeſt Yew, and Arrows 
of a full Yard long, headed with Steel, with which they would ſhoot 
a full half Mile in length. Alſo twenty thouſand Pikemen, with Pikes 
of the ſtrongeſt Aſh, headed with Steel, as ſharp as Spaniſh Needles, 
to defend the Archers from the Enemies Horſe, and to oppoſe an Ar- 
my in a ſtrait Paſſage. The reſt of the Army were Pioneers, Wag- 
goners, Victuallers, and ſuch others as are commonly attendant on 
an Army. At their firſt landing they were entertained by the other 
Commanders with ſuch a Shout of Joy, as the Earth rang with the 
Sound thereof, and the hollow Caverns of the Hills reverberated with 
ſuch an Eccho, as if Jupiter had ſpent his thundering Artillery to wel- 
come theſe Engliſh Heroes. They pitch'd their Camp near unto the 
Army of the Italians; Sir Gay's Pavilion being of Watchet, embroy- 
der'd with Silver, and fring'd with Gold, and to diſtinguiſh it from o- 
thers, it was adorned with the Red Croſs, the ancient Arms of Eng- 
land, His two Brothers were not far different in their Devices, and 
for the Motto of them all, it was to this Effect: 
Armed with a juſt Cauſe, we fear no Foe, 
No Foil, nor Flight, much leſs an Overthrow. 


Divers Captains of other Nations came alſo in Aid of the Chriſtians 
Army; as Sir Lando the Warlike, with five thouſand ſtout Swediſh 
Soldiers; Sir Padraſus the Dane, having in his Company a Giant na- 
med Wonder, for his unmatchleſs Strength, which was ſuch, that he 
would lift a Weight that twelve ordinary Men could hardly ſtir ; be- 

ſides divers others too many to enumerate, the whole Sum amounting 
to three hundred thouſand. After they had conſulted a while together, 
it was concluded vnanimouſly among them all, that every Captain 
ſhould have the Command of thoſe Soldiers he brought out of his own 

Country; but that in difficult Matters, and wherein Diverſity of O- 
pinions might breed Confuſion, it ſhould be referred to Sir 6's Or- 
dering, who was Generaliſſimo of the whole Army. And now ha- 
ving nothing elſe to do, but to march againſt their Enemies, Sir Guy 

to incourage them the more, being all the Chief of them aſſembled to- 
gether, made unto them this following Oration : 


Ftl. 
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Fellow» Soldiers and Brethres in Arms, I think] hall not need many Word; 
to ftir you up to Magnanimity, the Juſtneß of our Cauſe being ſuch 4 rightly 
conſider d, is enough to make a Coward valiant ; ] hope that you are not 2 
forgerful, that you now go to fight for your Parents, your Wives, your Chilaren, 
your Country, and what ſhonld be muft dear nnto you, the Chriſtian Religion, 
aàgainſt Pagans, Infidels, and Miſcreants, Enemies io God and Goodneſs , 

whoſe Delight is only in Blood and Rapine, whoſe Trade and Practice is the 
burning and deſtroying of Towns and Villages, murthering of Matrons, raviſh- 
ing Wives and Virgins, toſſing of ſprawling Infants on the T ops of their merci. 
leß Pikes : In ſum, ſuch People as act all what Barbariſm and Cruehy prompts 
| them to. Therefore if you are not willing to ſee theſe Miſeries fall upon ye, be 
valiant and couragious, and ſo let us willingly go on, armed with a juſt Cauſe, 

and donbt not in the leaſt, but the juſt God will give us Victory. 
No ſooner had he ended this Oration, but it was receiy'd with a ge- 
neral Acclamation, each one vowing to live and dye in ſuch a Cauſe, 
and under the Conduct of ſuch a General. Being thus reſolved, they 
preparcd to diſlodge, and having furniſh'd themſelves with Store of 
' Proviſion, which was freely given them by the Neapolitan King; be- 
ſides to the Number of five hundred Waggons for Carriage of their 
Ammunition and other Neceflaries ; they embarked in ſeyeral Gallies, 
and cutting the briny Face of Neptune, after about a Fortnight's proſ- 
perous Sailing, they came upon the fruitful Coaſts of Aſia; where 
ſoon they heard Tydings of the Pagans Army, and how they were 
ad vanc'd as far as Galatia, within a hundred Leagues where the Chri- 
ſtians were landed. And now having brought the Armies thus near 
together, we will look back again into Europe, and ſnew you by what 
2 wonderful Miracle the Chriſtians Army were ſupply'd with an unex - 
pected Aſſiſtance. „ 


Chap. VII. How the ſeven Champions being rais'd from their Graves, reſol- 
ved ito follow the Chriſtian Army; how by Tempe dt they were caſt upon the 
Coaſt of Theſſaly. The great Battle fought betwiæt the Theſſalivns and 
Thracians ; bow afterwards they went to the Chriſtian Army, and of the 

great Battle fought betwixt the Chriſtians and Pagans. : 


Nos notwithſtanding this great Preparation to withſtand the 
y Pagan Army, a great Fear and Conſternation ſtill continued 
in the Hearts of the People, for the Report of the Vaſtneſs of the Pa- 
gans Army, was ſpread abroad in each Place, ſo that it was deem'd 

ſo numerous as not to be encounter'd withal : The beſt Remedy there- 
fore, as they thought, was by Prayers to God to crave his Ape 
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againſt ſuch potent Enemies ; ſo that in every Place Interceſſions were 
ſent up to Heaven for Succour in this Exigency of Time. Now it ſo 
chanced, that at the ſame time there lived in the North Country, 2 
certain holy Hermet, nam'd Sylvanus : To this Man it was reveal'd in 
4 Dream, how that the ſeven famous Champions were not wholly 
dead, but that for the Good of Chrißendom they ſhould again awake, 
and help to overcome the Pagan Army: And that by opening their 
Tombs, and laying the Herb Bazil, to the Roots of their Tongues, they 
ſhould revive again) in good Strength and Vigour. This Dream 
he declared unto an Abbot of an Abby near adjoyning, and he to the 
Governour of that Province, who all together went to the Engliſh 
Court, and declar'd the ſame unto the King; whereupon it was deter- 
min'd that the Experiment ſhould ſoon be try'd, and accordingly Meſ- 
ſengers were diſpatched'into France, Spain, Italy, Scotland, Ireland, and 
| Wales, which Meſſage was no ſooner delivered in thoſe ſeveral Coun- 
tries, but that they ſoon apply'd the ſame, and found the Effect an- 
| ſwerable to what the Hermit had dreamed; for immediately thereup- 
on the Champions aroſe as out of a ſweet Sleep, and having a while diſ- 
courſed of thoſe Matters we have in the former Chapters declar'd'unto 
you, the Meſſengers were returned back again with this Agreement, 
That with all Expedition they ſhould meet together in the Country of 
Naples aforeſaid, that with the better Celerity they might overtake and 
joyn themſelves with the Chriſtians Army. This Determination being 
accordingly made known to each other, they with all ſpeed provided 
_ themſelves of Armour and other Neceſſaries for their Journey, and 
taking the holy Hermit Sylvanus along with them, they in a little ſpace 
met together in! the Land of Naples. To recite the great Joy at this 
their ſo unexpected a Meeting, is beyond the Skill of my Pen to ex- 
preſs ; but having congratulated one another, they agreed to haſten 
after. the Chriſtian Army, with all the Expedition they could make ; 
ſo being furniſk'd with a ſtately Ship, they put forth to Sea, but long 
they had not ſailed, when a dreadful Tempeſt overtook them, ſo that 
they expected every Minute to be deyour'd, and to make their Graves 
in that mercileſs Element; at laſt the Weather clearing, they found 
themſelves on the Coalt of fruitful Thefaly, where being landed, they 
gave Thanks to the Powers above for their ſafe Deliverance, Next 
they provided for the refreſhing of their Bodies, having in two Days 
before taken no Suſtenance, for ſo long had the Tempeſt endur'd. 
Now whillt they were at their Collation, they thought they heard 
the Ratling of Armour, Trampliog of Horfts, Shrieks of wounded 
Soldiers, with diyers other Symptoms of an Army fighting not he 
| ann 5 
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off from that Place; wherefore to be reſoly'd, they all d to a Theſſa- 
lian, who by his running Poſture ſeem'd to fly from ſome Danger near 
at Hand; from whom they-underſtood that about ſome half a Mile 
from that Place, the King of Thrace and the King of Theſſaly were en- 
gag d in a bloody Fight. For ſo it happen'd that ſoon after the Depar- 
ture of St. George's three Sons, the King of Theſſaly, either through a 
generous Diſpoſition, not willing that Kings ſhould be too cloſe con- 
fin'd, or through the Negligence of them that ſhould have look'd after 
him, the King of Thrace made an Eſcape out of Priſon, and having a 
Band of his Soldiers in a readineſs, they ſurpriz'd the Place wherein 
the two Gyants Predo and Pandaphilo were likewiſe kept in. hold, and 
ſet them at Liberty; and being thus at Freedom, went into Thracia, 
where they ſoon rais'd an Army, and being accompanied with the two 
Giants aforeſaid, they enter'd. Theſſaly, harazing the ſame with Fire 
and Sword; to oppoſe whom the King of Theſſaly had rais'd an Army, 
and were at that time engag'd in a fiece and bloody Battle. 
| The Chriſtian Champions having heard in-what Danger the King 
of Theſſaly ſtood, reſolv'd to ſuccour him; and ſo buckling on their 
Armour, being guided by the Theſlalian who had fled from the Fight, 
they came to the Army juſt as they were in a. running. Poſture; but 
ſoon by their Valour they made it known what Difference there is be- 
tween Multitude and Manhood ; for laying about them with their 
Kkeen-edg'd Faucheons, they ſoon made Lanes of flaughter'd Carcaſſes, 
ſo that the Thracians fled from before their Blows, as Flocks of Sheep 
| from before the Wolf, or Chickens at the fight of the Kite. The 
{0 two Giants ſecing the Theſſalians thus make head again, whom juſt 
== before they accounted vanquiſh'd, they made up to the Head of their 
Army; whom, when the Champions had beheld, St. George ſingl'd out 
the Giant Predo, and St, Dennis excounter'd with Pandaphilo; and now 
ſuch Blows were dealt amongſt them, that, Mars imekif might have 
been a Spectator of the Fight : Here Strength and Courage ſeem'd to 
ſtrive for Superiority, Fury and Valour encounter'd each other, giving 
and receiving ſuch mighty Stroaks, as none but themſelves were able 
to ſuſtain: At length St. George with his Cuttle-ax, gave the Giant 
Pr edo ſuch a Blow, as daſht into his Brains, and made way for Death 
to take Poſſeſſion of his Body. Pandapbilo ſeeing his Brother's Fall, 
upon his Knees defired Mercy, which the noble Champion St. Deunis 
granted him, In the mean time the other Champions had made ſuch 
dreadfui Havock among the Thracians, that all the Fields lay ſtrow'd 
with their ſſaughter'd Carcaſſes; the King himſelf being deadly woun- 
ed was taken Priſoner. "The King of Theſaly in the mean time was — 
8 grea 
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great Admiration what theſe Strangers ſhould be who had brougt t 
Victory to his ſide, Which was taking her Wings to fly to his Ad- 
verſaries; and therefore now the Field being clear'd of all Enemies, 

he went unto them, deſiring to know to whoſe Valonr he was ſo much 
indebted, as the Reſcue of his Life and Kingdom. But when he un- 
derſtood they were the renowned Champions of Chriſtendom, whoſe 
Fame was ſpread all the World over, and who were ſuppoſed to be 
dead: And how that St. George was the Father of thoſe three Princely 
Brothers, who had before ſo valiantly fought for him, he was tran- 
ſported with an Extaſie of Joy, as was that Father, whoſe three Sons 
return'd home Victors from the Olympick Games. And having con- 
gratulated each other, they took Order for their Priſoners, which 
were in a manner the Remainder of the whole Army. Then marched 
they in good Array to the City of Lariſſa, being met by the Princeſs 


Mariana, attended with a Train of five hundred Virgins, attired all 


in Suits of white Sarcenet, who having done her Obeiſance to her Fa- 
ther, ſhe moſt courteoufly welcom'd the Chriſtian Champions, eſpeci- 


ally St. George, for the intire Affection which ſhe bore to Sir Alexan- 
der. Here did they ſpend ſome few Days in much Mirth and Jollity, 
when one Night at ſuch a time as the bright Charioteer of Heaven 


had ſet his fiery braſs- hoof'd Courſers to their Meat, and that the jct- 
ty fable Night had overſpread his golden gliſtering Locks; when 
Morpheus the God of Sleep had lock d up the Eyes of Mortals, and caſt 
them into deep Slumbers: As St. George lay ſleeping on his Bed, there 


appear'd to him the Likeneſs of a beautiful Angel, which breath'd 


forth theſe Words: 
Brave Engliſh Champion, make no Delay, 
But to the Chriſtians Army po$t away : 
Fame calls aloud, and Mars doth beat Alarms; 
Then leave off Court-aehights, and fall to Arms. . 


Next Morning no ſooner had Phebus with his refulgent Beams en- 


lightned the Hemiſphear, but St. George aroſe from his drowzie Bed, 
and relating his Viſion to the other Champions, they agreed with all 


ſpeed to haſten to the Chriſtian Army; and having acquainted the 
King of Theſſaly with their Determination, they prepar'd to be gone, 
being accompanied to the Sea-lide with the Chiefeſt of the Theſſali- 
ans. At their entering into the Ship, the King preſented each of the 
Champions with rich Diamond Rings, and to St. George he gave 


over and above a rich Coller of Eſſes, having hanging thereon . 
2 Medal of Gold, beſet with precious Stones, and in it the PiQure 
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of an Elephant, for his Elephant and Giant-like Valour ſhew'd in his 
Defence. The Princeſs Mariana at the ſame time ſent unto Sir 4. 
lexander, a Signet made of poliſh'd Jaſper, wherein was engraven 
a Heart wounded with a Sword, and crown'd with a Wreath, 
with this Word, Amarete. So taking their ſolemn Leaves of each 
other, the Wind ſtanding fair, they ſet fail ; Where we will leave 


them for a while, to ſpeak of what befel the Chriſtian Army in the 


mean time. 


Whom (you may remember) we left upon the Coaſts of Aſia, who 


hearing the Pagan Army was ſo near, provided themſelves both to 
aſſail and withſtand their Enemy; and ſo by leiſurely Marches drew 
nearer unto them. And now did Sir Gy ſend out twenty of his nim- 
bleſt Horſemen to diſcover what they could of the Enemy, who re- 
turning back, brought with them fix Perſians whom they had taken 
Priſoners, by whom they underſtood that the whole Army, was en- 
_ camp'd on a ſpacious Plain not far off, dreadleſs of -an approaching 
Foe ; whereupon it was determined that that very Night, ſomewhat 
before the Break of Day, they ſhould fall upon them; which they did 
in this manner: Firſt in the Van marched the valiant Knight Sir Alex- 
arder, with the choiceſt of the Engliſh Horſemen ; on his right Hand 
the famous French Knight Sir Turpin, with the Flower of the French 
Cavalry; on the left Hand Sir Pedro commanded a gallant Party of 
Spaniards, mounted on ſuch ſpeedy pac'd Gennets, as for their Swift- 
neſs were ſaid to be engendred by the Wind: And that their Army 


might ſpread the further, leſt they ſhould be ſurrounded with the nu- 


merous Forces of their Enemies, they had for Out-wings on the one 
ſide five thouſand Swedes, conducted by Sir Lando the Warlile, and fix 


thouſand Germans on the other ſide, lead by a valiant Knight named 


Count Primaleon, The main Battle was conducted by the matchleſs 
Knight, Sir 6%, with thirty thouſand Foot of Bows and Pikemen, 


whoſe warlike Reſolutions carried Victory in their very Looks; On 


his right Hand marched the warlike Danes, commanded by Sir Pan- 


draſus, having in his Company the Giant Vonder: On his left Hand 


was placed the valiant Scottiſh Men, conducted by their valiant Leader 
Sir Ewin: The reſt was brought up by Sir David, with the reſt of 
the Engliſh, having on his Tight Hand the ſtout Sir Phelim, with his 
nimble Iriſh Men, and on his left Sir Owen, with the hardy Welch. 
Being thus marfhalled, they ſet forward, but e're they came to the 
Camp, the Enemies had Notice of their Approach, who thereupon in- 
ſtantly armed themſelves, and put themſelves in as good a Poſture. as 
on the ſudden they could. The firſt that -encounter'd each other was

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the valiant Knight Sir Pedro, with his reſolute Spaniards againſt the 
Baſſa of Aleppo, betwixt whom was fought ſuch a terrible Battle, that 
the Earth reſounded with the Noiſe of their Blows. Next did the 
magnanimous Knight, Sir Alexander encounter with the Soldan of Ba- 
bilon, ſending him ſuch a Flight of Arrows as would have darken'd 
the Sky in a clear Day : The Babilonians on the other fide laid 
on load with great Courage, ſeeking with their Horſe to trample 
them under Foot, but that the Pikemen kept them off with ſuch Cou- 
rage, as caſt many Riders to the Ground, and put the Troops in great 
Diſorder. On the other fide Sir Turpin with the French gave a luſty 
Charge on the King of Egypt, infomuch that he was in great Danger of 
2 total Rout, had he not been timely ſucconr'd by the King of Morocco, 
who ſtoutly interpoſing, drove the French back in great Confuſion ; 
whereupon Sir Lands the Warlike ſet upon them with an undaunted 
Courage, which gave a Check to their Proceedings, which with his 
warlike Swedes he ſo ſtoutly follow'd, that coming up to the King of 
Morocco, after a fierce Encounter betwixt them two, in which Aar, 
himſelf might have have been a Looker on, at length the King of Mo- 
rocco being deeply wounded, ſurrender'd up his Life and Body to the 
Victor's Diſpoſal. And now the main Battle came forwards, by 
which time the Sun with his Beams had guilded the Hemiſphear, fo 
that they could ſee to fight with more Eagerneſs than they did before. 
The valiant Knight, Sir 6% charged ſtrongly upon the Perſians, who 
with Courage and Skill defended themſelves: Count Primaleon with 
his Germans encounter'd the Arabians, and now generaily both Ar- 
mies were fully engaged, ſo that Death began to appear in its greateſt 
Horrour: then was cutting, backi ng, and flaſhing one very fide: The 
renowned Chriſtlan Captains dealing ſuch Blows with their Swords, 
and giving ſo many Mahometans their Deaths, as if they intended 
to overcharge Charon's Boat in ferrying them over the Stygian River: 
The Infidels on the other fide held out with great Obſlinacy, not 
ſnrinking for any Danger, although they were ready to be carried a · 
way in Streams of their own Blood. Thus with great Obſtinacy con- 
tinued they fighting until the ſable Night parted their Fury, when 
each fide retir'd to their Camp. | 

Next Morning no ſooner bad Aurora uſher'd in the Day, but both 
Armies met again in the Field, and as if their Stock of Valour were 
afreſh regew'd, fell to it with more Eagerneſs and Earneſtneſs than 
before, unto their Work of Mankind's Deſtruction, the thundering 
Drums beat Alarums of Death, and the ſhrill Trumpets ſounded forth 
many thouſands that Day their Knell ; Horrour, Death and Deſtru- 


ction 
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ſtruction ſurronnded the Pagans on every ſide, yet ſtill their freſh 
Number made more Work for the Chriſtians Valour. In the Heat of 
this Fight it was Sir Guy's chance to meet with the Horſe-fac'd Tartar 
(whom we told'of in the firſt Chapter of this Third Part) whom he 
reſolved to encounter, but the ſight of him ſo affrighted the other 
Horſes, that not one of them could endure to come near him; where. 
upon Sir Cay alighted from his Steed, and with his Cuttle- ax ap- 
proached the Monſter, whoſe very Looks would have affrighted any 
but ſuch a one whoſe Heart was fraught with true Magnanimity : The 
Monſter was readier to aſſail than to be aſſail'd, ſo that betwixt them 
two hegan a moſt fierce and terrible Combat. The Monſter was fo 
nimble, and laid on load io ſtrangely, that Sir Guy was never ſo put 
to it all the Days of his Lite; at laſt eſpying his Advantage, he gave 
the Monſter ſuch a Wonnd on his Thigh, that ſending forth a hide- 
ous Vell, he ran from him with a nimble Pace to tie Rear of his Ar- 
my: And now the Pagans began to ſhrink, and the Chriſtians to gain 
Ground, when the \Vizzaras and Inchanters which the Egyptian 
King had brought with him, began to ſhow their Skill, ſo that on a 
ſudden there was ſuch a Fear and Conſternation throughout al] the 
Hoſt of the Chriſtians, as put a Stop to their full Carreer of Victory; 
for immediately ſuch a Darkneſs overſpread them, that they could 
hardly diſcern one from the other; and withal they received divers 
Blows, yet could not perceive who it was that gave them. This con- 
tinued for three Hours ſpace together, which much daunted the Chri- 
ſtians Courage; but making their hearty Supplications to God, they 
were not only deliver'd from their unſeen Blows, but alſo the Dark- 
neſs turned upon the Pagan Army, from whence was heard ſuch hi- 
deous Shrieks and Howlings, with ſuch other dreadful Noiſe, as if 
Hell were broke looſe, and the Devils gone to Barly-break. Upon 
this the Chriſtians not daring to purſue them any further, retreated 
to their Camp, and having ſet a ſtrong Watch, they repoſed them- 
felves for that Night. Z 
_ The next Morning preparing themſelves again to fight, they heard 
behind them a Sound of Trumpets, as it were of an Army upon a 
March; whereupon Sir Gzyſent out a Party to diſcover what they were, 
who found them to be the thrice renowned Champions of Chriſten- 
dom, that after their Departure from Theſſaly, having a proſperous 
Wind, they arriv'd on the Coaſts of Aſia, where heariug by the 
Report of Fame's loud founding Trumpet, where theſe Sons of Mars 
were aſſembl'd together, they with a ſpeedy March made up unto 
them: But now to expreſs the great Joy, mix'd with Wonder _ 
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Amazement, betwixt theſe noble Heroes, at this their Meeting, it 
would require the Skill of Homer, and the Aid of Calli ope, that ſweet- 
tongu'd Siſter of the Muſes, for to expreſs; to ſee ſuch near and dear 
Relations, who were ſuppoſed to be dead, and to ſee them at (ach 2 
time when as their Help was ſo needful, it far ſurpaſs'd the Joy of 
that Grecian Father, when his three Sons return'd home Victors from 
the Olympick Games. Whilſt they were thus congratulating the hap- 
py ſight of each other, they had an Alarum from the Pagan Camp, 
who being conducted by the three Giants, with an aſſur'd Confidence 
of Victory, came marching up to the Chriſtians Army, thinking them 
ſo ſhatter'd and diſmay'd, as not able to endure another Fight, and 
therefore came rather as to a Spoil, than to be encounter'd withal ; 
but they found the Chriſtians ready to entertain them with a bloody 
Banquet, for coming in Diſorder, they were receiy'd with ſuch a luſty 
Charge, as ſent many of their Souls to the infernal Regions. St. George 
- perceiving the three Giants, the only Stop of the Chriſtians Victory, 
he ſingl'd out one of the chiefeſt of them; the valiant Champion, St. 
Denuis encounter'd with another, and the courragious St. Anthony with 


the third: Whilſt they were thus engaged againſt each other, deal - 


ing ſuch Blows, as if Alcides were again living, and fighting with the 
Giant Anteus; it was Sir Guy's Fortune to meet with the Egyptian 
King, accompanied with his Magicians and Soothſayers, who began 
afreſh to uſe their Inchantments, and firſt they rais'd up the Likeneſs of 
a mighty black Boar, which running hither and thither in the Chriſtians 
Army, put them in great Diſorder : At laſt ſhe ran violently againſt 
Sir Gxy, who laying manfully about him, he thought he cut off one 
of her Legs, when ſhe vaniſhing away, it proved only a Leg of a 
Stool. Next came running amongſt them a mighty wild Boar, with 
Tusks as large as an ordinary Cow's Horn; this Boar fo frighted the 
Soldiers, that whereſoever he came, they tumbb'd over one another 
in Heaps; and having thus play'd his Wreaks amongſt the Engliſh, he 
next ran into the Army of the Spaniards, ſnorting and tearing up the 
round with his Tusks. The valiant Knight, Sir Pedro hearing the 
Shout of the Soldiers, and wondring what was the Matter, came ri- 
ding in haſte to the Place, and viewing the Boar, he ran againſt him 
with all his Might, but notwithſtanding his Sword was made of the 
pureſt Lydian Steel, yet made it no Impreſſions on the Sides of the 
Boar ; wherefore Sir Pedro ſeeing that way would not do, the Boar 
coming towards him with open Mouth, he ran his Sword down his 
Throat, thinking thereby to cleave his Heart in twain ; but the Boar

And row belike the time was come when as his Charms were at an 
End, as alſo ſeveral of his Companions, whom the Devil had by that 
Label deluded, but by the Writing on the other fide deceiv'd, for 


theſe Sorcerers thinking notwithſtanding their Army was routed, to 


raiſe up {ach a Company of Infernal Spirits, as ſhould be able to deal 
with the whole Chriſtian Army, they therefore began touſe their In- 
vocations, and to call for Help unto the Devil, as they uſed to do; 
But now inſtead of the Spirits obeying their Commands, loud Noiſes 

| | | tor - 
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tormented the Air, and the Artillery of Heaven began to roar; the 
amaz'd Firmament ſeem'd to rend in twain, and the affrighted Raf- 
ters of the Sky to ſnake; black pitchy Clouds obſcured the Sky, and 
all the Light which was to be ſeen was only the dreadful Fliſhes of 
Lightning. This dreadful Tempeſt continu'd near the ſpace of an 
Hour, when all on a ſudden it began to be calm, and the Winds to 
retire, and fink into their Seat; Phebas ſent forth his lightſome Rays. 
which diſpelled the Darkneſs of the pitchy Clouds; when the Chri- 
ſtians looking upon them, ſiw the rufulleſt Spectacle that ever Mor- 
tal Eye beheld; the Field was ſtrewed with Pieces of mangled 
Carca ſſes, and thoſe as black as Pitch, ſtinking of Sulphur and Brim- 
ſtone; for the Term of Years being expir'd, 'wherein they had cove- 
nanted with the Devil, he now ſent his Spirits to fetch their Souls, 
who had mangrd their Bodies in chat diſpitious manner we told you 
of; a juſt Reward for all ſuch as devote themſelves to the Service of 
the Devil. = Sf Y mn :

Nd now firſt ſhail our Pen attend the Actions of Sir Tarpin, and 
" A his warlike French, who having march'd by Land for many 
Miles together, they then took Shipping, and after a tedious Paſſage 
at Sea, arriy'd on the Iſland of Cyprus, to whoſe King they ſeat 2

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friendly Meſſage, deſiring Proviſion for their preſent Neceſſity, and 


wherewithal to victual their Ships, promiſing to pay him for the ſame 
to the uttermoſt Farthing. But this King, named 1/akns, being a Ty- 
rant, and having wrongfully attained the Crown, not only deny'd 
their reaſonable Requeſt, but alfo prepared to make War againſt them, 


and by Force to drive them out of his Country, which he was the 


more confident to do, having then in his Court a Giant, named Guylon, 
whom with great Rewards he had hir'd to ſid with him in his Tyranny. 


This Gnylon, was a Giant ofa wonderful Stature, having been bred up in 


the Deſarts of Hyrcania; he would eat up a fat Sheep at a Meal, and af- 
terwards drink up four Gallons of Wine, which made him of ſuch a 
vaſt Proportion, that he was moſt terrible to behold; his uſual Wea- 
pon wherewith he fought was a ſquare Bar of Iron, having a Knob at 
the end of it of thirty Pound Weight, and on his Body he wore a Coat 


of Mail of a wonderful ſtrength : This proud Giant was ſo conceited 
of his own Strength, that he thought himſelf able to encounter ſing- 
ly with an Hoſt of Men; and therefore taking with him only the 
Guard which belong'd to the King, he march'd againſt the French, 
promiſing to bring them bound unto. //a&izs ; but Promiſes without 


Performance ſignifie nothing. In this high Reſolution, with great 
Fury he fell vpon.the French, dealing as many Wounds as Blows, and 


as many Deaths atmoſt as Wounds ; and now his Iron Bat was all im- 


brew'd with Blood, and Heaps of flaughter'd Carcaſſes lay on each 
fide of him ; the common Soldiers ran from his Reach with as much 
Fear as the Partridge from the purſuing Hawk. Sir Tarpin ſeeing ſuch 
Havock made amongſt his Soldiers, thought it high time to ſhow his 
Valour, and to put a Stop to ſuch Proceedings; wherefore with 
much Ferce guided by Prudence, he ſet upon him; but the Giant's 
Armour was of ſuch Proot that nothing prevail'd ; for notwithſtand-

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but they had Information of this Battle; and therefore after a ſhort 
refreſhing, they made up to them; and now Slaughter and Deſtru- 
Fion fell heavy on both ſides, the devouring Sword making many 
Windows in their Bodies for Death to enter in at; much Courage 
was ſhewn on both Parts, each ſtriving to gain Honour by the others 
Ruine, and now notwithſtanding the Giant's Brags of bringing the 
French Men bound to the King, he was forc'd to go without his Er- 
rand, and for Safeguard of his Men makea Retreat towards the City;

timely to his Reſcue ; but now being ſtrengthen'd with this Recruit, ; 
they ſo reſolutely charged on the Cypriots, that firſt they began tv | 

retreat, and afterwards ſought to ſhift away the beſt they could by 

Flight: But theſe Soldiers were ſo unskilful in Sea-affairs, and the 
Seamen whom they had forc'd'to go along with them being joyful to 
be relieved by the Welch and Iriſh, they ſo order'd the Buſineſs that 
the Ships were all taken, and the Soldiers in them carried back to 
the Port from whence they had been forc'd away, 

Sir Turpin and Sir Pedro hearing of this gallant Enterprize of the 
Welch and Iriſh, in all haſt went unto them: But now to recount the 
great Joy at their ſo happy a Meeting, it is beyond my Art to expreſs; 

but after Congratulations paſſed betwixt them, they took order for

And now Si Owen ſeeing the Giant on Foot, alighted from his Horſe, 


: that it ſhould not be ſaid Advantage added any thing to his Victory . 
then drawing their Swords, they laid on load with great Courage, 
dealing ſuch Blows, that to the Beholders ſight the leaſt of them 


would leave Death behind it, and thoſe laid on ſo thick, as if that e- 


very Blow would have been foremoſt. Thus continued they for ſome 


time, their Swords, like Cannons, battering down the Walls of their 
Armour, making Breaches almoſt in every Place for Troops of 
Wounds to enter.

1 Actions, be gain d to his Support the Aſſiſtance of the Giant Guilon, 
which by your untatchable Force hath been brought to his End. And now be- 
| ing ſecured as he thought in his Tyranny, he ſoon diſpoſed of young Amadeus, 
bat how, or which way, is 10 us unknown : Our Reque ft therefore is, ( moſt 
noble Captains) That he may by Force be made to confeſs what he hath done 
with him; that if alive, he may be reſtored unto us; but if otherwiſe (which 
the Gods forbid) he may be puniſh'd for the ſame according to bis Deſerts, 
Then was Iſalius calld to anſwer for himſelf, who trembling for 
Fear, having a Load of Guilt upon his Conſcience, with a pale Coun-

tenance and faultring Speech made this Reply: : 
If a fair Acknowledgment may mitigate my Crime, I ſhall hereby freely give 
it you, confeſſing the utter mot to my Knowledge, that by imparting the ſame 
1 may in ſome mtaſure unburthen my Conſcience, which doth now grievouſly | 
oppreſ me : Know then, that an ambitions Deſire of ſitting in the Throne, made 
me make a Ladder of Miſchief to aſcend thereunto; in order hereof, having 
levelPd my way, by deſtroying all thoſe who I thought wou d oppoſe my Deſigns, 
yet thought I not myſelf ſure, until I had ſo diſpos d of the Heir that he might 
not be heard of; knowing that People have always a great Afection to the lam- 
ful Succeſſor ;, yet reſolv d not to murther him, that if afterwards I ſhould be.

the Prince having ended this Sonnet, they went up to him, doing 
him Reverence, which put him into a Fear and Amazement, wondring 
at What was done unto him; yet was not his Fears ſo great as was the 
old Shepherd's, ſeeing him with them, whom he reputed to be his 
Father.

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Servant, whom fhe could truſt, ſtole out of her Father's Houſe, and meeting 
with her beloved Dyon, at 3 prace rnereas they bad appointed, having a Bark 
they entered therein, and the next Morning before ſhe was mit were gotten 
out of the Purſuit of her Fat her; who having Intelligence thereof, fared like 
4 mad Man, exclaiming againſt the Heavens in 4 prodigious manner, and 
threatning ſevere P unifhment on his Danghter. But when it came to the Ears 
of Bandito, be in great Fury to be diſappointed, vowed Revenge on all. her 
Relations; but wanting Means to effect his Defires, becauſe che Duke was very 
ftrong and potent he betook himſelf to thei Aſſiſtance of the Devil; and entering 
into 4 ſolitary Wildernef,, having with him ſtore of Magical Books, he fell

Sir, (ſaid the Prince) Jour Words, like Muſick, pleaſe me ſo well, that 
it ſhall be the greateFt Foy of my Heart to have it. ſo; and thereupon em- 
bracing Sir Dyon, as alſo his Daughter, who humbly kneel'd at his 
Feet, deſiring Forgiveneſs for what ſhe had done; Dear Dangh- 
ter, laid he, May thy Joys with him hereafter be as comfortable, and more 
during than thy Troubles and Aſſtictions have been hitherto, and know it re- 
penteth me for my Unkindneſs to thee, which hath ford thee to do what thus 
haft done. After theſe Words ſpoken, with many other Expreſſions 
of Love aud Forgetfulneſs of what is paſt, they all went to view the

Theſe loving Paſſages betwixt Sir Ewin and the Lady Ciropa were 
very plealing unto Sir Orlando, who deſired nothing more than the 
Alliance of fo valiant and good 4 Knight as Sir Emin And now was 
Sir Orlando minded to have inflicted ſevere Puniſhment on the Captain

This Oration of St. George much comforted the Hearts of all that 


heard him, but ſoon after greater Comfort appear'd, for on a ſudden 
the Sky began to clear, and the Sun whom they had not ſeen in ma- 
ny Days, began to appear, and to ſhoot forth his enlightning Rays; 
Their Ship now did not move of it ſelf, nor knew the Marriners in 
what Coaſt they were, yet was their Joy exceeding great to behold 
the lightſome Beams of the Sun, and to converſe withtheir Compa- 


nions as well with their Eyes as with their Ears. Soon after they e- 


ſpied Land, unto which they made with all the ſpeed they could, and 


having landed, found it a very fruitful Country, ſtor'd abundantly |

ceending the Power of a ſtrong Belief; and with that he led them rough | 
a ſpacious Plain, unto an intricate Thicket or Labyrinth, having in 
the midſt thereof a moſt ſtately Building which ovyerlook'd all the 
Plain round about. Hither through unknown Ways, did the Palmer 
bring them, where he caufed his Servants (having about twenty of 
them) to provide for the Champions and their Retinue, ſuch a coſtly 
Dinner as was not imagin'd to be gotten in ſucn a deſart Place. After 
Dinner having refrcſhed themſelves with ſome Bowls of Leatick Wine,

ingroſſed the Corruptions of all Nations to themſelves, they could not have been 
4 more defiled People than they were, exceeding the Cannibals for Cruelty, the 
Perſians for Pride, the Egyptians for Luxury, the Crètians for Lying, the 
Germans for Drunlenneß, and all Nations together for a generality of all man- 
nr of Vices, Such a Maß of Evils cal d 12 a Maſt V Pumſhments, which . 
. the Gods inftifled upon them, and that according tothe Nature of their Deſerts, 
4nd the Quality 4 their Crimes; for thoſe great Plenty of Beaſtr and Fomls 
which here you view, were once Me and Momun as in other places, but nom 
chanę d to the Likeneſs of what you ſee. Druntards were chang'd into Swine, 
who fill retain. the ſame Nature, there being no Difference betwixt a Drunk- 
nd and a Swint. Leacherons Perſons were chang d into Goats ;, and ſome of 
. thoſe finer ſort of luſt ful People into Sparrows, whoſe Lives are fhort through too 
| N * much Copulation, Proud People were turn d to Peacocks ;, Scolds were Me- 
| 
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amor phos'd to Magpies, and chattering Fays. Such as loft their Eſtates at 
Cards or Dice, mere transform d to Aſſes. T hoſe whoſe Delight was only in 
Muſick and Singing, were chan *d to Thruſhes and Nightingales : Envious 
Perſons were Metamorphos'd to Dogs, who lying on Hay will eat none them- 
ſelves, nor ſuffer the hunger-ftarved Ox to ag thereon. Thoſe Woman who 
would work hard, but were troubl d with other bad Qxalitits, were transform'd 
ts Milch-cows, who would give Pails full of Mili, but as ſoon as they 2

| de With it down withthcir Heelr. Jeſters, Buffoons, and Jack-puddings, 


were transform'd to Monkeys, Baboons and Apes; Dancers on the Ropes mere 
turned to Squirrels; Vſurers, Miſers, and ſuch like coverous Perſons, mere 
changed to Moles. In brief, Worthy Champions (for I would not trouble 
jour Patienct too long) there was a general Metamorphoſis made of them all, 
each bne according to the Degree wherein they had formerly lived; and this 
their Puniſhment dleſt in' d by the Fates for to endure until ſuch time as ſome 
hardy Knight ſliall be ſo hold us to attempt the Conqueſt of the Golden Cave, 
which if he overcome, then ſhall thtir Transformations ceaſe, and they return 
again to their proper Shape. 0% e £597 
Nom wortby Knights, the Adventure of the Golden Cave is this; About 
fix Miles from this Place lieth a Cave, the Entrance mhereinto is through di- 
vers Windings and Turnings, like umo 4 Labyrinth ; in which Cave is kept 4 
continual Fire, made by ſuch Art as nothing ſhall quench it but only the Water of 
4 Ciſtern at the entrance of the ſaid Cave, whith is guardetl by two Gyants, 
and two Centaurs, with whom tbey muſt combat before. they can attain to the 
Ciſtern. Now, worthy Chieftains, if there be any among ii you ſo adventurous, 
a for the ſakes of theſe poor transformed People, will adventure your Lives, the 
Enterprize will tot only be honourable ro-yoarſtlves, but you will alſo oblige 
thouſands in thankful Gratitude to your Memories for ſo ineftimable a Benefit, 
Now by the Honour of my Country England, ſaid St. George, never let 
me buckle on Armour, if I make not one in this Enterprize;, ſo likewiſe ſaid. 
the other ſix Champions, each ſtriving which ſhould have the Ho- 
nour to accompany St. Ceorge in fo noble an Enterprize ; wherefore, 
that Emulation might not cauſe any Strife, they agreed to caſt Lots 
amongſt the fix, which of the three ſhould accompany him, fo ac- 
cordingly they did, and the Lots fell upon the three famous Cham- 
pions, St. Anthony of Italy, St. James of Spain, and St. Patrick of re- 
land; who glad of their good Fortunes, prepared themſelves againſt 
the next Day to try the Adventure, and on the Morning no ſooner 
did Aurora uſher in the Day, and from the glowing Eaſt diſplay 
ner Purple Doors, but the four Champions mounted on their war- 
like Steeds, who glad of ſuch a Burden, pranc'd under them in as 
great State as did the famous Bucephalus, when he was beſtrid by the 
warlike Alexander. So taking a Guide with them from the Palmer, 
they traced to the Golden Cave, where'they alighted, and gave their 
Guide their Horſes to lead, reſolving to try the Adventure en Foot; 
when approaching the Gate, they were met by a Dwarf, who ſpake

That ſpall you ſoon ſee, ſaid the Dwarf; and re- 


turning to the Cave told the Giants what St. George. ſaid ; who pre- 


ſently came marching out to them, with each an Oak upon his 


Shoulder, which when'they came near unto the Champions, they 


brandiſht over their Heads, as if they had been Hazel-twigs : Auda- 
cious Villians, ſaid the Gyants, do you deſire to try the Strength of our Arms, 
yon ſhall ſoon feel to your coſt what we can do, and therewithal ſtruck at the 
Champions with ſuch Fury, us the Earth ſhook with the force of their 
Blows. Who would have ſeen the Picture of Alecto, or with what man- 
ner of Countenance Medea kill'd her own Children, needed but take 
their Faces for the full Satisfaction of their Knowledge in that Point. 


The Champions nimbly avoided their Blows, and getting within the 


Compaſs of their Oaks, made up to the Gyants, whoſe fides they fo 
thwacked, and were ſo liberal of their Blows, that the Gyants feeling 

the weight of them, betodk:them to their Heels, and left their knotty 
Clubs behind them, to be view'd by the Champions with Wonder and

ſomuch as St. George was never ſo put to it in all the Battles he had e- 

ver fought before; for the Centaur was both nimble and ſtrong, and 
and fought with great Skill and Courage; but St. George having with 


a Side · blow givem him a deep Wound on the Ribs, he ſent forth ſuch a 


hideous Vell as was like the loud Rattle of the druming Wiad, or Ca- 
nons when they diſgorge their fiery Vomits, and nimbly turning him 
about, fled amain towards the Cave. ny ber 


The Renowned Champion St. Anthony of alſhad not gone far in 


his Path but he met with one of the Gyants, who came now armed in 
a Coat of Mail, with a great Bar of Iron on his Shoulders, with 
wWkom St. Anthony encounter'd with great Courage: Nor was the 
Syant backwards of his Endeavours in obtaining the Conqueſt, deal- 
ing ſuch Blows each to other, that w ho ſo ſhould have beheld them,

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would have thought each Blow had Death'attendant on it. This Gy- 
ant was twelve Foot high, ſo that St. Authony with the Point bf his 
_ Sword could hardly reach his Crown, which Advantage he fupply'd 
with Nimblebeſs, to that the Gy an ſpent his Blows in. vatn; and be- 
ing now wearied with the Weight of his Armour, the Sun alſo iſnin- 
ing his greateſt Glory; he ſweat fo exceedingly, that it entering into 
his Eyes, he was almoſt blinded therewith, and endeavourinꝑ to wipe 
it off with his Hand, St. Azthorny taking the advantage with a ſudden 
Blow cut his Hand off by the Wriſt, whereupon the Gyant yielded: 
himſelf, arld\icdayaed Afercy:. ds ln): UE TY 
In like manner St. James the noble Spaniſh: Champion, as he walked 
along in his Path met with the other Gyant, hetwixt whom was fought 
a moſt terrible Battle, ſtriking ſo thick and faſt at each other, as if 
every Blow would ſtrive to be foremoſt ; The noble Champion be- 
having himſelf ſo gallantly with his Bilbo Blade made of the pureſt 
Spaniſh Steel that he cut deep furrows in the Gyant's Fleſn, from 
whence iſſued ſuch abundance of Blood as chang d the Graſs from a 
verdant Green to a crimſon Red; ſo that the Gyant through the loſs 
of ſuch abundance of Blood, began to faint, which St. James percei- 
ing, inforced himfelf with al his Strength, gave him ſuch. a Blow as 
brought himhead long to the Ground, when ſmiting of his Head, he 
left his diſmembred Carcaſe, and proceeded further in his Path to 
wards the Golden Cave. „ Ie, bi 
Laſtly, The Renowned Champion St. Patrick of Ireland, whoſe: 
Breaſt ſtill thirſted after honourable Adventures, he alſo proceeding 
for wards in his Path, met with the other Centaur, betwixt whom be- 
gan ſo flerce a Combat, that to deſcribe the ſame to the Life, would 
wear my Pen to the Stumps, although it were made of refined Braſs,or 
the pureſt Lydian Steel. Here on each ſide was Strenth matched with 
Skin, Fury with Fortitude, and true Valour with matchleſs Magna- 
almity : The Centaur was nimble, and armed with a Pole-ax, ſtruck 
at St. Patrick with great Fury, which he awarded with the greateſt 
Skill he could, and with his keen Fauchion returned the Centaur his 
Blows with Intereſt ; The Fight as it was ſharp, ſo it endured long, 
when being both willing to take Breath, they paus'd from fighting 
tor ſome time, when St. Patorick ſpake to the Centeur in theſe Words : 
Monſter if Nature, let me adviſe thee to yield thy ſelf, and not to oppoſe us any 
farther in the ConqueFt of the Golden Cave, ſince it is reſolved by the Deſti- 
vies, that I and my Fellows ſhould beixbe Perſons that by finiſhing the Adventure, 
frould reſt ere the People to their Humane Shapes. The Centaur feeling 
himſelf deeply wounded, was ready to yield, whom St. Patrick _ 
| | - : manded 
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68 The Famous Hiſtory of 
manded to deliver up his Pole-ax, which the Centaur accordingly 
did; ſo they both marched towards the Golden Cave, where they met 
St. George, St. Anthony, and St. James, and relating to each other their 
ſeveral Succeſles, they preſeatly fell in hand to the finiſhing the Ad- 
venture, and approaching the Ceſtern, they each of them filled their 
Helmets with Water, and being guided by the Dwarf, who now was 
_ obedient to the Champions, they came to the Fire, into which they 
threw the Water, and never left until ſuch time as they had quench! 
it; which being done, the Cave and all about it vaniſht out of fight, 
and the thick Grove or Wilderneſs about it was all level and even. 
So returning to the Meſſenger whom they left walking their Horſes, 
they mounted on them to return back to the aged Palmer's, meeting 
by the way with multitudes of People, who by the finiſhing the Ad- 
venture, were now reſtored to their former Shapes. .

Ot long after the Departure of the ſeven Champions, St. George's 
three Sons reſolying alſo to ſee their Native Country, in or- 
der thereunto, embarked themſelves with their Companies in three 
ſeveral Ships, and for the ſpace: of eight or ten Days, ſailed with a 
proſperous Gale of Wind, the courteous Sea all that time ſmoothing 
dis wrinkled Brow, and the Winds only os ah Muſick to the Deep;

non falling again with ſuch a precipitate low Deſcent, as if they were 
ſinking into Hell's low Abyſs. In this furious Storm they were ſepa- 
rated one from the other, where we will leave two of them, and ſpeak 
only of Sir Alexander, who after the Storm was over, directed their 
Courſe as near as they. could towards the Coaſts of Chriſtendom, and 
and having failed the ſpace of three Days, they ſaw before them a 
Ship in fight with two Gallies, or Men of War, to whom they made 
up with all the ſpeed they could, and coming near to them, they per- 


ceived by the Streamers (wherein was woven the Red Croſs of Eng-

ſperous Wind they ſet ſail, and in a few Days arrived on the pleaſant 


Banks of fruitful Theſſaly ; and ſending a Meſſenger to the Court 


to give Notice of their Arrival, the Meſſage was ſo welcome to the 


Princeſs Mariana, (who now was become Queen of that Country, 


her Father being lately dead) that ſhe caus'd the Bells to be fung, 


and Bonfires to be made as at a Publick Rejoycing, And ſending ſome 
of the Chiefeſt of her Nobles to invite them to the Court, with ſuch 


Accommodations as ſhe jug*'d moſt needful for them at preſent, in 


the mean time ſhe pre par'd to WY them in the beſt manner ſhe

magin'd: And firſt before them march'd a compleat Troop of Horſe, 


having between each four Ranks a Trumpeter ſounding with a Silver 


Trumpet; the Troops were all in their Buff-coats with Silver Belts, 


and the Pummels of their Swords inlay'd with gliſtering Stones, 
which ſparkled like Diamonds. Next follow'd four Heralds, in four 
diſtin& Coats of Arms: After them, the Nobility of the Land in rich 
Robes, with Coronets on their Heads : Then came the ſeven Cham- 
ions, and St. George's three Sons, in five rich Chariots, lin'd with

Mott Graciow Prince, (reply'd Sir Alexander ) your Speeches are the 
fole Effects of my Thoughts, and your Deſires to me abſolute Commands, being 


ſuch as tend only to my Profit and Welfare ; wonder not then, mo#t peerleg 


Madam, if I willingly embrace hat I ſo carneftly covet ;, and ſo _ 
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his Love on the red Wax of her Lips, they Hand in Hand paced it

ſuch great Demonſtrations of Joy as was wonderful to behold.

vant to ber Vertues, and to endtar bimſelf the more in her Reſpects by ſome 


 Atchievments of Honour, he entereil the Liſts as chief Challenger again#t all 


Comers, being mounted on 4 Milk White Barbary Courſer, trapped with 


| Cappariſons of Silver, and on his Burgonet a Plume of goodly Feather: 


His Armour was Blew, reſembling the Azure Firmament, ſpangled with Stars 


ef Gold, with this Word for bis Device, Vertue like the clear Heaven is 


without Clouds. He encounter d with ſundry Knights of great Worth, a- 
gainſt all which he had much the better, which gain d him both great Applauſe 


and Envy, Nor was he leſs 5hilful in the Imtrignes of Love than inthe Ma- 
nagement of Arms, and to court a Lady as welf a 

which he with much artifical Eloque 
Jillian, who ſeem d much Hected with bis Perſon; and ſo far the matter went, 


as encounter with an Enemy, 
nce demonſtrated in an Addreſs to the Lady 


that there ſeemed nothing wanting to the Conſummation of their Marrige, but 
only the Conſent of ber Parents; which to obtain, he ſail d with her unto Scan- 


dia, where he was moſt nobly entertain d, and his Suit very well lib d on. 


Now it was ſo, that a young Baron of that Country named Lamprido, had

Leaving this Italian, he ran a. | 
gain t a valorous Knight named Plaſter, who encounter d with him very cou- 
ragiouſiy; yet could not his Courage, Streath nor Skill, (all which he was in 
4 full meaſure Maſter of) prevail any thing; yet was is Performance ſo much, 
that giving him a ſmall Wound on the Leg, feeling the Smart, he ran towards 
Baron Lamprido, who uſed his ut mot Strength and Skill to withſtand him, 
but the Smart of his Wound in his Leg ſo exaſperated him, that he ran with 
ſuch fury againft Lamprido as turn'd him Horſe and Man to the ground,, 
and undoutedly had ſlain him, had not Puke Urſini come to his Reſcue, who © 
with undaunted Courage ſer upon the Bore, and with great Strength, guided 
by Skill, fo follow d his Blows, that he made the Bore begin to ſtagger ;, who 
yet with open Mouth came towards him, which advantage Duke Uriini ſpying, 
thruſt his Bore-ſpear down his Throat, and therewith reft his Heart in ſunder, 
vielding unto him the abſolute Victory. By this time divers Knights were 
come in to him, among#? others Lamprido having recover” d his Fall, came

This Anſwer was to Artemia as a Dagger piercing her Heart, ſo 


that ſhe immediately fell into ſuch a deedly Swound, as her Ladies a- 


bout her could hardly recover her: Unhappy Artemia, (then ſaid the 
Queen) and muſt I live to be deſpiſed, and he to triumph in my Overthrow ! 


Ungratful Man, can all my Courteſies reap 10 other Profit but only Diſdain? 


15.gt poſſible that I can continue to Love thee, that deſerveſt rather to live in 
wy Hatred! But why do I thus exclaim againſt him, who perhaps doth this 
only to try me; No, no, Artemia, be 142155 thy Love; Then dye fond 
Queen, defer not to live any longer; yet, dear Euphemins, in my Death 
ſhall I make i: known hom near thy Love was to my Heart, and how highly

In this manner did the wefül Queen ſpend her Days until Sickneſs

The Nobles, to ſatisße her Requeſt, freely took their Oaths tobe 


ttue to Euphemixs; and now the Queen being fully ſatisfied with what 
was done, willingly yielded up the Ghoſt, whom the Nobles buried 


in moſt ſumptuous manner; which being done, they ſent an Ho- 
nourable Meſſenger to Eupbemius, to certifie him of the Queen's Death,

teſt ations thou ſo often didit reiterate unto me, only feigned Baits to entrap me 


to my Deſtrction? Then glory in thy Triumph; but know, accurſed Caitiff, 
my Soul ſhall haunt thee after Death, as did the Ghoſt of Queen Dido, follow 
the Body of Perjuwr'd Eneas; and ſaying theſe Words, ſhe ſtabbed her- 
ſelf to the Heart with a, Bodkin, which ſhe had hidden within the 


Trammels'of her Hair, and fetching only two or three deep Groans, 


ſhe preſently dy'd. 


Praxida having acted this woful Tragedy on her ſelf, put all the 


Houſhold in a great Uproar, eſpecially mySiſter Mileſia, who fared like 


to one of Bacchus's frantick raging Nuns, or like a Tartar, when ina 
ſtrange Habit he prepares himſelf to a diſmal Sacrifice: A Praxida,

abundance of Tears, which yet were but barren Shadows to expreſs 
the Subſtance: of her Grief. At laſt, the Extreamity of her Paſſion 


being over, ſhe ſent me word of what had happen'd ; which into what 


a diſtracted Grief it put me, let them be jage who are the Parents of 


an only Child: My greateſt Comfort in this diſtreſied Condition was, 
to ſtudy Revenge againſt Eupremins, but how to accompliſh it there 


was the Difficulty, as knowing my ſelf too weak to oppoſe him by o- 


n Force: whereupon I ſeat a Letter to the chifeſt of the Nobles, 
eclaring how unworthy he bad done by my Daughter, and imploring 


their Aid to revenge his Diſloyalty ; who greatly pitying my Mis - 


fortunes, and remembring how he had been the Death of their good 


Queen Artemia, they by a joynt Conſent baniſh'd him theic Ring- 
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dom ; who by this means being implacably incens'd againſt me, ac. 
companied with a Crew of Fellows of as deſperate Fortunes as him. 
ſelf, he warred againſt me, and quickly outed me of my Barrony; 
in vain imploring Help from his Nobles, who upon his Extirpation 
were warring one againſt another-for Superiority : Wherefore being 
deſtitue of Friends, and hopeleſs of ever attaining my priſtine Glory, 
I betook my ſelf to a Shepherd's Life, the better to be ſhrouded in f 
Obſcurity; yet beinglaſſured by the wiſe Medea, that there ſhould one 
Day come a Knight out of a far County who ſhould reſtore me again

Sir Guy having heard the Shepherd's Diſcourſe, it wrought in him 
great Ruth and Gompaſſion; and turning himſelf to Captain Bolus 
he thus ſaid, Now by the Honour of my Knightheod, and by the Love 1 bear 
to my Country England, I wil! not enter into my Ship until I have reſeated

 Euphemins ſeeing his Friend the Aforiſco fall, would have fled a- 
way, but he was ſo inviron'd by Soldiers, that all means was taken 
from him to eſcape; whereupon he was forced to yield himſelf a Pri- 
ſoner, and was both by Sir C, and Captain Bolus, entertain'd with 
great Civility, In the mean time Sir Gy's Soldiers had purſued their 
Enemies with ſuch Vigour, that thoſe who were in the Caſtle, open- 
ing their Gates to entertain their flying Friends, before they could 
ſhut them again, Sir 64's Soldiers alſo entered with them: And now

0" Guy having reſtored Selindus to his Barony, as you heard in the 
laſt Chapter, he took Ship, together with Captain Bolus and his 
Priſoner 3 and having a proſperous Wind, they in a few _ 
Days arrived on the Coaſts of fruitful Sicih, to the great Joy of Sir 
Guy, it being the happy Port whereto his Deſires were directed; but 
it happened clean contrary to his ExpeQations, the Scene of Actions 
was quite alter'd there; for ſoon after his departure from thence, to

Whilſt they were thus at their Repaſt, 


they heard from a far the ſound of Trumpets, at which they much 
marvelling, ſent a Meſſenger to know what was the matter; who 


returned with this Anſwer, That there were ſix thouſand Theſſalians come 


to the Queens Aid: For King Alexander ſoon after his Coronation, ear- 


ing how the Queen Urania was oppreſſed by her rebellious Subjects, 


reſolved to ſuccour her, and to that end ſent theſe fix thouſand 
Soldiers firſt, reſolving if they would not do, to follow himſelf with 
a ſufficient Army. Sir Guy hearing this welcome News, ſent word 


to him inſtantly to refreſh themſelves, and he would joyn his Forces 


with them to ſet upon the Rebels; whilſt this general Fear and Con- 
ſternation was upon them, and having joy ned to him four thouſand of 
the choiceſt Sicilians, he was marching to them, but behold a ſud- 


den Change put a ſtop to his Proceedings, for in their way they met 


with about a hundred of the adverſe Party, who hearing that Sir Guy 
was come to the Queen's reſcue, knowing his Manhood, not only 
by former Exploits, but alſo by dear- bought Experience in the laſt 
Battle, to ſecure their Lives _ Fortunes at the Queen's hands,they

made of ſlaughtered Carcaſes, Sirio did Wonders that Day with his

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fiezed on Nefario, and asa Peace. offering intending to preſent him a_ 


Priſoner to the Queen: Sir Gy underſtanding what they had done, 
ſent a Herald to the Reſidue, promiſing them the Queen's Pardon if 
they would lay down their Arms and ſubmit to her; which undoubt- 


edly they had done, but that at the very inſtant of time, Grimaldo, 
Brother to Nefario, was come to enforce his Army with ten thouſand 
Soldiers more, which he had gotten up out of the adjoyning Coun- 


tries thereabout ;- but when he heard how his Brother was carried 
away by his own Party, and of the Defeat they had receiv'd the laſt 
Night, he was very much troubled in Mind; but that his Army 


might not take any notice of it, he encouraged them in the beſt wiſe 
he could, telling them ſuch Defeats were but the Chance of War, 
and for his Brother's Impriſonment,it might be made good by taking 
ſome of the Chiefeſt of the other ſide Priſogers : That now they had 
To far drawn their Swords, there was no other Courſe to take but to - - 
throw away their Scabbards; all Hope of Reconcilement with the 
Queen being clean taken away, and therefore no other means but ta 
uſe their utmoſt Manhood, either to conquer or dye honourably : 
With theſe and the like Speeches did he ſo encourage the Rebels, that 


when the Meſſenger came to them with the Queen's Pardon, it was 


rejected with Scorn : which being made known unto Sir 6%, he 
preſently joy ned with the Tlieſſalians, and having complemented the 
chief Commanders, he encouraged the Soldiers in ſuch a pithy Ora- 
tion, that throwing up their Caps, they gave ſuch a Hollow, as the

'  Grimaldo being thus kill'd, the whole Army betook themſelves to 
Flight, whom Sir Gay and his Company purſued in eager wiſe, kill- 
ingand deſtroying whomſoever they overtook, without any Remorſe 
or Pity, fo that there was more lain in the Chaſe then in the Fight. 
Having obtain'd this ſignal Victory, Sir Gy order'd a part of the 
Army to purſue the Reſidue of the Rebels, whileſt he with the reſt 
march'd back unto the City: And now was ſuch a univerſal Joy a- 
amongſt the Citizens as was not to be credited; all the way as Sir 
Guy paſſed along the Streets, the People ſending forth ſuch loud 
Acclamations as the vaſt Air was deafned therewith, and that their 
Joy ſhould reſound to the Antipodes. When they came to the Palace- 
gate, they were met by the Queen, accompanied with a great Train 
of Ladies, and Nobles that attended on her; before all which the

 Husband, And ſo in Hand in Hand they marched up to her Palace, 
were he was entertain'd with a ſtately Banquet: Sir Gy behaving 
himſelf ſo affably and courteouſly to the Nobles and Ladies that he 
won their Applauſe, they accounting him to be the very Mirrour of 
true Magnanimity, and Pattern of noble Chevalr y. 

And now all things being thus quieted, and the two Princely Lo- 
vers aſſured of each others deal Affection towards one anot her, their 
Hearts and Minds were very well ſatisfied: The Theſſalian Army 
deing richly rewarded, were ſent home, and with them an hono u-

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Next Morning, no ſooner had Aurora from the Eaſt diſplayed her

Courage a long 5 Sir Albert's Horſe leaning heard upon the o- 


ther, and wining ground, the other Horſe feeling himſelf preſt, 


began to riſe a little before, as he wont to do in his Cornet; which 
Advantage, Sir Albert taking, ſet ſorward his own Horſe with the 


further Spur, ſo as a Horſe came over with his Maſter under 


him, giving to Sir Abert the Honour of the Victory. £5

them each to be a Maſter of Martial Proweſs ; but at the third Courſe 
it was Sir Albert's ill Fortune to miſs his Reſt, which he could not 
recover, before Sir Selvador had met him, and by main Strength caſt 
him to the Ground.

la the mean time the Horſe-facd Tartar ſcuded away as ſwiftly as 


a well driven Javelin flics, or as a Hawk purſues the fearful Dove: 


Sir David with ſome others ſiezing on the i any he commanded 
him to be hang'd upon the next Tree; and then with Sir Pandraſus, 
and thoſe others who were nimbleſt mounted, they. purſued after 
the Tartar, who now more wary by his Fellow's Harms, ſtay'd not 
in any place, that they ſhould. at ſuddenly overtake him, never cea- 


till he came to @ Rock near to the Sea-ſide, in which eſpy ing a

Eſcaping thus their Hands, after much ſearch made in vain for him, 
Sir David taking order for a Watch te be laid all about the Iſland, 
that he might do no further Miſchief, he invited Pandraſus to the 
Court, who went along with him, accompanied with ſeveral Danes 
of great Rank and Quality, and were moſt courteouſly receiv d by 


Vault or Cave, he crope therein, and ſo ſhelter'd. himſelf for

all the way they went to be Crown'd, where aſcending a Scaffold pre- 
par'd for that Purpoſe, and Sir David and Roſerta plac'd on two rich 
Thrones, after ſome ſet Speeches and Ceremoines us'd, two Boys in 
the Shape of Angels deſcended from the Battlement with each a Crown 
in his Hand, which they placed'vn the Heads of Sir David and Roſetta, 
which was no ſooner done, but the People gave a Shout, „crying, 
live David and Roſetta, K; ing and Queen of Ancona, with all the Wand; | 
belonging thereto. Then did the Trampets ſound, and ſeveral forts of 
Inſtruments play, which being finiſh'd, they march'd ook again'in 
great State unto the Palace, where was provided a weft ſumpkuous 
Banquet, in which neither Art her Coſt: was wanting 0 pleafe tbe 
Appetite of each ſeveral Gueſt. ih the Afternoon w 2 Juſt held 
betwixt an Engliſh Knight, and a Dane, which was perten d with 
ſuch Valour and Reſolution, as gave great Satisfaction to the Behold- 
ers, and gain'd great Honour to themſelves. 
And thus Sir David being Crowned King, was folfilled the third

AN, TExt Morning no ſooner had Aurora kiſs'd the purfum'd Cheeks

Bed, but they were alarum'd with the dreadful Outcries and Shriex-

Whilſt they were thus buſied about the Tartar, another Party 


who had been out in ſearch for him, return'd, bringing with them 


the Negromancer Orpine, whoſe Charms and Spells upon Sir David's 
conquering his Inchanted Caſtle, became of no Effect; ſo that now 
inſtead of riding in his burning Chariot drawn by Dragons, he Va-

Antezor ſeeing him, could hardly forbear running him through with 
his Sword, ſuch a deep Impreſſion had the Wrongs he receiv'd im- 
printed on him: Nor would the Negromancer have been unwilling to 
dye, had not the Fear of going to a worſer Place made him willing to 
enjoy the Priviledge of Breath a little longer.

What Heart js 
flinty that will not grieve to hear my Moans, being the dire Tragedy that 
ver challeng d Wonder, which whoſo hears, his Eyes may ſpare to weep, and 
learn to bleed Carnation Tears. Who can look upor: my Woes but mut there 
in behold the Proſpe M of conſuming Grief ,, for there is nothing can ſooner 


For- 
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Fortune: Come then, Death, and my Miſeries; if ſo be that Death could 
end it; But how can he think to come to Heaven, that always travel d the 
Road to Hell? How can he think to converſe with the Heavenly Hierarchy of 
Angels, whoſe Practiſe was only to converſe with Infernal Spirits? O the Hor- 
rors of a Guilty Conſcience ! The Pains of Siſiphon, Ixrion, nor Tantalus : 
are not comparable unto mine; and yet ſhould I end this Miſery, alas, it ns 
hut the beginning of a worſe ;, and this Momentary Death but an entrance in- 
z0 eternal Death; O what hath my wicked Ambition brought me to! What 
my Deſire of Revenge, but a worſe Plague upon my own Head. BN 
In this manner complained the woful Orpine, wiſhing for Death, 
yet afraid to dye; lauthing Life, yet deſirous to live; ſuch was the 
miſerable Condition of this wicked Wretch, freezing in Fire, and 
burning in Ice; feeling grieviousTortares without, and more with- 
in, through the Horrour that he had deſerved it. „„ 
And now that the Monſter Negromancer were both ſecured, for 
Joy thereof Anrezor prepared a coſtly Banquet, to which were invited 
King David and Queen Roſetta, with Sir Pandraſus, and the chief of 
the Engliſh and Daniſh Captains : After the Banquet was ended, King 
David deſired Sir Pad: s/us to give him a Relation of his Travels after 
they had parted from the Chriſtian Army; to which he readily con- 
deſcended, and began as followeth : „ 
Know then moſt worthy Audience, That after we had taken our 
Leave of thole Magnanimous Heroes, the ſeven Champions of Chr;/- 
:c:6c1, whoſe Mames ſhall live for ever inroled in the Books of Fame;

to a School of War. Here were we courteouſly entertain'd ; the next 
Day was held a ſolemn Juſt, wherein the King and twelve others, were 
Challengers againſt a Prince of a bordering Iſland, and twelve of his 
Partners; in»theſe Conflicts were broken betwixt the Parties five hun- 
dred and eight Spears: On the next Day was kept a Turnament for all 
Perſons to try their Valour, which was done with great Courage and 
Magnanimi y on both ſides; this being done, they tought with much 
Eagerneſs and Courage at the Bariers, and in theſe Exerciſe did they 
con. mouly ſpend their time.

Helmet, pierc'd his Brain, ſo that he fell down preſently dead: The 
Nobles ſeeing their King thus kill'd, were ina marvellous Rage, and 
yowing Revenge, ſought to lay their Hands upon me; but I perceiv- 
Ing their Intentions,defended my ſelf as well as I could ; fo that ſome 
Blows began to bedealt amongſt us, when my Men ſeeing what Dan- 
_ gerl was in,arm'd themſelves,and ſtoutly food in my Defence: And 
now much Michiet might have enſu'd, had not one of the ancient 
Noblemen ſtep in betwixt them and us, and deſiring us to forbear 
until ſuch time as he had ſpoken'a few Words, ke then delivered 
himſelf in this manner: | 7 


Let not, dears Friends, ſudden Paſſions ſo prevail over Reaſon, as with. 
out C aufes throughiy weighed, and mature Deliberation talen, to enage in ſuch 
4 Qurrel wherein the Victor muSt needs ſuffer : Here is nothing of premedi- 
tated Malice; and ſhall we go about to murther thoſe Fir doing that which 
they themſelves wiſh had never been done? Therefore in ſeeking to do Juſtice to 
the Dead, let us not go about to do Injury to the Living; but that without 
any more Miſchief, we way argue the Caſe by Argument, rather then Arms, 
fence it is a well known approved Maxim, That were the Sword bears 
Sway, Juſtice for that time hath no place. IP; 55 
This Propoſition was well receiv'd on both Parts, and the next 
Day was the time appointed wherein all Controverſie ſhould be de- 
cided ; which being come, and the Matter argued, I was acquitted 
by the moſt of thoſe who were then preſent, as a thing only acciden- 
tal to the Exerciſe of Arms ; but whilſt theſe things were arguing, 
in a large Plain before the King's Palace-gate; which was the place 
where the accuſtomed Juſts uſed to be held, there came a Trumpeter, 
attended with two other Perſons clad in Armour, one of them be- 
ing of a Gigantick Stature, who declared, That hearing of the Mar- 
tial Proweſs of this King Belphegor, (for ſo was he nam'd) they came 
on purpoſe totry their Manhood with him. The Nobles with a ſad 
Countenance declared unto tem the Miſchance which had befallen 
their King; however, they told them their Challenge ſhould be an- 
ſwer'd; and ] requeſted I might have the Honour to Juſt with him in 
the biggeſt Armour, which was granted, and one of the Nobles 
who was moſt eager in proſecuting me, undertook the other, and ſo 
we prepar'd for the Encounter, 5 

{ was mounted on the ſame Horſe, and in the ſame Armour, 
wherewith I had juſted againſt the King, with which I enter'd the 
Liſts, wherein! had not been long, but my Antagoniſt came, riding 
on 
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on an Iron-gray Horſe, of a marvellous great Strength and Bigneſs, 
his Furniture was made into the Faſhionsof the Branches of a Tree 
from which the Leaves were folling, and ſo artifically were the Leafs 
made, that has the Horſe mov'd, it ſeem'd indeed that the Leafs 
wagg'd, as you may behold when Zepiyrus with a gentle Breath plays 
with them: His Armour was Black, and in his Shield he had for his 
Device a Phenix riſing out of her ſpicey Neſt, with this Word Ver- 
tus ever lives: %V*ÜiIr HE 
At ſome little diſtance from us, did the Nobleman and other 
Champion alſo enter the Liſts, well prepared to encounter each o- 
ther: At the Trumpet's ſounding we ſet Spurs to our Horſes, and 
with eager Fury each one aſſail'd his Adverſary; and here 1 muſt 
confeſs did 1 uſe my utmoſt Endeavour for obtaining the Victory, not 
only out of Deſire of Glory to encounter with ſo potent an Adver- 
ſary. as alſo to regain the good Opinion of the Natives, which now 
1 ſeem'd to have loſt: Whilſt each of us thus ſtriv'd for the Palm of 
Victory, and to purchaſe Fame by our Well-deſervings, we more 
wearicd ourſelves than got any Advantage each of other; and in this 
equal Fight did we continue until ſuch time as the parted Day held 
an equal Pal}ance betwixt the foregoing and enſuing Light, and that 
bright Pl abus had half way mounted to the higheſt Story of this Olyw;e 
pick Palace. And in this equal Condition of Fight we both parted, 


when 1 greatly defring to know who it was that had ſo valiantly 
encou nter'd with me, he pulling off his Helmet, to my great Won- 
der, l found him to be the GyantzjWVorgder, who come with us out of the 


Land of Denmark ; and that his Second, a Captain who came likewiſe 
_ along with us: Hereupon we moſt Tovingly embrac'd each other. 
Now you muſt underſtand that when we parted from the Seven 

Champions, as I told you betore, we embark'd in two Ships, but it 
chanc'd that that Ship wherein he was, in the Night- time, running up- 
on a Rock, was ſplit in pieces, moſt of them periſhing in the Sea, only 
he with ſome few others getting aſtride upon the main Maſt, by the 
favourable working of the Sea, were driven on fhoar in a ſmall Iſland 
near ad joyning, the Inhabitants whereof receiv'd them kindly, and 
furniſh'd them with ſuch Neceſſaries as they wanted. Long had he 
not been there, but hearing of the Renown of King Beiphegor afore- 
Taid, he fold ſome Jewels which he had reſerv'd from the Wrack o“ 
the Sea, and with his Companion putting themſelves into Ar- 
came to try their Fortunes at the Iſland of Barcona, and where 
my chance to encounter with him, as I have declar'd unto yc 

Here did we ſtay until the Exequies of the King was over, 
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112 The Famous Hiſtory of 
Funeral was ſolemniz'd with all the Rites that belong to Martial Diſ- 
cipline. Afterwards we are feaſted by ſeveral of the Nobles: At one 
of which Feaſts a Gentleman there preſent, was declaring that in an 
Hand not far off, was a Fountain of pure Wine, both delicious to 
the Taſte, and extraordinary wholeſome to the Body ; about whoſe 
Banks grew Trees that bear Fruit which heal'd all manner of Sores 


and Diſeaſes whatſoever : This Fountain was guarded by a Gyant,and 
a Lyon of a Monſtrous Proportion, and for the more defence thereof, 
ſurrounded with a Wall of ſuch ſtupendious Height that it was im- 


poſſible to climb over it: Having no entrance but only a narrow 


Wicket, which was ſo order'd by Negromancy, that only two at 
a time ſhould enter therein, for ſoit was declar'd by a Tablet, which 
hung over the Wicket, to this Effect: :

Sir Wonder and I having heard this Relation, reſolv'd toundertake 
the Enterprize; and declaring our Minds unto the Company, they 
applauded us for our Heroical Reſolutions: So the next Day, being 
furniſh'd with Armour according to what we defired, guided by the 


Gentleman who had given us the Relation, .we came before the [n- 
_ chanted Fountain, and having read the Writing, we ſpy'd by the 
ſide of the Wicket a Silver Horn, for them to blow which would have 


Entrance, which Sir Wonder putting to his Mouth, it gave forth a 


Sound as loud as when Canons diſgorge their fiery Vomits, or that 


which Nil maketh when the Water falls from the precipatatedCata- 
racts, when immediately the Wicket open'd of it ſelf ; and no ſooner 
were we enter'd, but it ſhut again of its own accord; being thus 
enter'd, we heard the Lyon ſend forth ſuch a hideous Yell, as for 
the Noiſe thereof might be heard to Autipodes: Whereupon we pre- 


par'd ourſelves for the Encounter, and high time it was, for imme- 


diately we perceiv'd both the Gyant and Lyon come marching againſt 
us. The Gyant had on a Coat of Mail of wonderful Strength and 
Goodneſs, with an Oak-tree in his Hand for a Club : The Lyon had 


on his Neck a Collor of Braſs, wherein the Negromancer had written 


theſe Verſes : 


Who me doth Overcome, be for his Pain 
The Conquc t of the Fountain ſhall obtain. 


The 
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The Lyon came directly towards me, and the Gyant march'd a- 
ainſt Sir Wonder; and then began a moſt terrible Conflict on all ſides, 
or knowing our Lives depended on the Succeſs we ohtain'd, there 

needed no Spur ta whet on our Courage: The Lyon being moſt 
nimble, came firſt up to me, thinking with his Paws. to have faſten'd 
upon me, but I nirably avoiding his Graſps, which ] knew to be 
deadly, ſtepping aſide, gave a Side-blow againſt his Ribbs, which 
being as hard as Braſs, or as impenetrable as the Adament Stone, 
which nothing can ſoften but the Blood of Goats, wrought no Effect 
upon him, only made him a little to ſtagger. The Gyant on the o- 
ther ſide came flouriſhing with his Oak againſt Sir H{u-ger, intending 
with one Stroke to have made; a Separation betwixt his Soul and 
Body; but e're he could ſtrike, Sir Wonder gave him ſuch a Blow on 
the Elbow, as ke had well near dropt the Club out of his Hand. The 
Lyon having miſs'd his Aim at me, with a ſhort turn whisking his 
Tayl about, gave me ſuch a Blow on my Waſte, that I was almoſt. 
half perſwaded I was cut in two by the Middle; but recovering my 
ſelf, I thruſt at him with my Javelin, which notwithſtanding it were 
made of the ſtrongeſt Aſh, yet ſhiver'd into a thouſand Splinters ; 
whereupon drawing my Sword, and the Lyon coming fiercely at me, 
I gave him ſuch a Blow on the Foreleg, as cut it well near half way 
ff; but in the mean time the Gyant had fo wounded Sir Wonder, 
that he hegan to faint, which I perceiving, thought it high time to 
ule my utmoſt Endeavour, and ſtriking at the Lyon with all my 
Might, it was my chance to cut him a deep gaſh on the Eye, where- 
upon he roared moſt horribly, and retreated back, gave me Oppor- 
tunity to ſuccour Sir Wonder, who now was upon the point of falling, 
being deeply wounded, and having loſt abundance of Blood. The 
Gyant ſeeing the Lyon retreating towards the Fountain, defired a 
Parley ; but I would hear of no Conditions, but only an abſolute 
Submiſſion of himſelf to my Mercy, which at firſt he refuſed to do ; 
whereupon we entred into a freſh Combat, giving and receiving 
many Blows on each fide, ſo that being almoſt wearied, Irefolv'd to 
make quick Diſpatch, and getting within compaſs of his Club, cloſing 
with him, we both tumbl'd down together, | falling uppermoſt, for 
ſhould he have tumbl'd down upon me, he would have well near 
cruſh'd me to pieces. | 
he great Weight of the Gyant bruiſed him much in his Fall, ſo 
that he was ſcarce able to rife, when I getting upon my Feet preſen- 
ted my Sword unto his Throat; but then did he bellow out te ſpare 
his Life, and he would reveal all the Secrets of the Fountain unto 11 
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6 The Famous Hiſtory of 


and deliver me the Poſſeſſion thereof; which I was the wllinger to do, 
becanſe 1 ſaw the Gyant Vonder lying at that time upon the Ground 
like liveleſs Coarſe ; yet doubting of his Truth, I conld hardly be- 
lieve him, whereupon he ſwore by Ma homet, TEmagait, and Apollo, 
that he would be true to me; upon which 1 promiſed him his Life, 
which eaſily I might have taken away, he being ſcarce able to ſtand. 
on his Feet; but my care for Sir Wonder made me apply my ſelf whol- 
ly to him, who was now ready to caſt off the Robes of Clay, and to 
be rak'd up in Death's cold Embers; but I now to try the Faithful- 
neſs of my new Servant, commanded him to fetch me ſome Wine 
from the Fountain, which immediately he did, together with ſome 
of the Fruit which was growing on the Banks thereof, which he had 
no ſooner pour'd down his Throat, but he preſently revived; ſuch 
was the ſoveraign Vertue thereof, and in a little ſpace got upon his 
Feet, and being as it were waked out of a Trance, he wondred to 
ſee the Gyant and I ſtand ſo lovingly together; when after ſome lit- 
tle Pauſe he breath'd forth theſe Words: © 
I hat am I awake, or is this ſome Apparition which appeared to my de- 
ceaſed G hot? Art not thou my Friend, Pandraſus? And were we not en- 
aged in fight with a Gyant and à Lyon; if this then be the Gyant, what is 
become of the Lyon? or how cometh it to paß that inſtead of fighting we with- 
aut Blows commune ſo lovingly together? and how came my Soul which was 
$57 nom ſinking into Charon's Boat, to take Poſſeſſion again of my Body ! 
Thus for a while did he expoſtulate, when we made known to him 
what had hapen'd ; and by Direction of the Gyant we made towards 
the Fountain, where by the way we met with the Lyon, who ſeeing 
the Gyant without Harm in our company, he alſo fawn'd upon us :

cry'd out, Long live our Lord Pandion, (for ſo was the ancient Gentle- 
man call'd ; ) and therenpon they deſired Leave to go immediately 
to acquaint the reſt with their Determination ; which when they had 
done, there was ſuch an Acclamation and Shout of the People, as 
| ſurpaſs'd that which the Thraciag Boreas makes amongſt the Pines of 
Offa, or as when the Artillery of Heaven are diſcharg'd along the 
cleaving Sky: And thereupon coming all to Sir David, they ſubmit- 
ted themſelves, promiſing faithful Obedience to the aged-Parndior, 
which he moſt lovingly embraced, giving them many wholeſome Ad- | 
monitions, and defiring Sir Pandion to be a gracious Lord unto them. {5 
And thus having ſetled him in the Tyrant Almantor's place, he res .

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© his Court the moſt approved Knights for Valour and Proweſs that 


were then living: Amongſt others were St. George's three renowned 
Sons, Sir Gay, Sir Alexander, and Sir David: Thither alſo had Fame's 
Trumpet invited the valiant Sir Twrpin from France, Sir Pedro from 
Spain, Sir Orlando from Italy, Sir Ewin from Scotland, Sir Phelim from 
Ireland, and Sir Owen from Wales, Being come to the Emperour's 
Palace, they were by him moſt kindly entertain'd; and having had 
Knowledge that they were the Sons of the ſeven renowned Champi- 
ons of Chriſtendom, whoſe Acts had eterniz'd their never-dying Me- 
mories, he thereupom commanded them alt to be lodged in one 
Chamber, wherein were provided for them nine moſt ſumptuous 
Beds, adorned with the richeſt Furniture that could be procured; and 
| becauſe the juſts laſted only nine Days, he appointed each of them 
to be Champion his particular bac. 
But before the Juſts began, the Prince Roſinda Son to the Empe- 
rour, was with great State and Magnificence married to the heaute- 
ous Lucinda; great were the Triumphs performed that Day by Pa- 
geants, Fire- works and other coſtly Devices, far ſurpaſſing the Skill 
of the moſt elaborate Writer to deſcribe, all which we ſhall over- 
paſs, and come to ſpeak of the Warlike As performed by our nine 
renowned Heroes, which was celebrated in order, as followeth: 
On the firſt Day of the Juſts enter'd that valiant: Knight at Arms, 
the renowned Sir Gay, King of Sicily, mounted on a Barbary Steed, 
who pranc'd on the Ground, in as great ſtate as Bucephalus the Horſe 
of King Alexander; his Armour (like the Colour of his Horſe) was 
of a dark Brown; and for his Device on his Shield was an Anchor, 
with this Word, Anchora ſþe.

Might. that both Horſe and Man fell to the Ground. With like Va- 
jour did he overcome twenty five Knights, and: was with great 
Triumph conducted home unto his Lodging 
The next-Day. Sir Alexander enter'd the Liſts as chief Challen- 
ger againſt all Comers: His Horſe was of a Morocco Race, with Tusks 
out of his Mouth like to a Boar: His Armour was Red, and for his 
Device in his Shieid, was an Ox bleeding, with this Word, Such to 
Oppoſers, - The firſt that run againſt him was a Macedonian Lord 
DES: named

that Day, that he brought to Ground thirty four Knights, to his 
great Commendation and Honour; being conducted to his Lodging

On the fourth Day appear'd for chief Champion againſt all Comers; | 
the renowned and valiant Knight at Arms Sir Turpin of France, 8 
mounted on an Arabian Courſer, of a Strawbury Colour, and 0 | 
lively were the red Spots on him intermingled with White (like unto 


Strawberries in a Diſh of Cream) that it ſeem'd rather Natural than 


Artificial: His Armour was of a Tawny Cotour, and on his Shield 


was painted an Orange-tree, with this Word. Fruitfully Comforting ; 
This valiant Knight behaved himſelf ſo gallantly that Day, that the 
Emperour in Reward of his Magnanimity, threw .unto him a Gold 
Chain, at the end whereof hung a rich Meddal all beſet with Pearls 
and Diamonds; and ſo with great Acclamations of the People, he 
was conducted to his Lodging. 


On the fifth Day the moſt Heroick and Invineible Knight Sir Pedro 


of Spain enter'd the Liſts, mounted on a Spaniſh Gennet : His Ar- 


mour was of a Flame Colour, ſo Artificially wrought, that to a not 
skilful Eye, his Body ſcem'd to be all on a Fire, for fo well had the 
Artiſt contrived” the ſame, that by the moving of his Horſe, the 


Wind ſeem'd to fan up the Fines to a greater Blaze: His Device in 


dis Shield, was a Salamander living the Fire, with this Word, Nor %o 


conſumed. " This renowned Knight by his Martial Proweſs overthrew 
no leſs than thirty four Champions that encounter'd with him, inſo- 


much that the Princeſs Lucinda gave him her Glove to wear, and 


commanded that thereafter he ſhould be call'd her Knight.
